"REVISION' MUST NOT BE CONFUSED WITH 'REVISIONISM'

[Article by Niu Geng [3662 5087]: "'Revision' Does Not Equal Revisionism"| 


[Text] The “gang of four" has beer. played out, but the wounds inflicted 

on the people by the gang will not heal in a short time. They wantonly 
brandished the big cudgel of revisionism; whenever they wanted to overthrow 
someone, they slapped a revisionist label on him. Therefore, from that 
time up to the present, some comrades have had a conditioned reflex about 
“revision,” for fear that they will be labeled revisionists. Because of 
this, it is highly necessary to clearly distinguish between revision and 
revisionisn. 


"Revision" and revisionism are two things that have absolutely nothing to 
do with each other. Revisionism, waving the banner of Marxism, revises 

the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism. It replaces these scien- 
tific theses, which have been tested and proved ir practice, with unscien- 
tific and mistaken things. It causes the ruling proletarian party to “take 
the revisionist path of oppressing the people internally and pursuing 
hegemony externally." "Revision" is completely different. It takes those 
conclusions that practice has shown to be incorrect and not suitable for 
new conditions, and makes the strategic decision to put them right. Since 
the Third Plenary Session of the Eleventh Central Committee, the Party 
Central Committee, seeking truth from facts, has solved a batch of problems 
concerning major incidents and important leaders with regard to their right 
and wrong, their merit and demerit. It has changed and adjusted theoreti- 
cal viewpoints, situation estimates and political slogans that do not suit 
reality. All of this is in accordance with Comrade Mao Zedong's upholding 
truth and correcting mistakes, and not only is not revisionism but is 
rather a necessary defense and development of Marxism-Leninism. 


This question will only be made clear by glancing back at the history of 
Marxism. During the period of the development of laissez-faire capitalism, 
Marx and Engels came to the conclusion that socialism could only achieve 
victory in advanced capitalist countries. And Lenin, analyzing the charac- 
teristics of capitalism developing into the stage of imperialism, advanced 
the theory that socialism, first of all, would be victorious in one country. 














Although this revised the conclusions of Marx and Engels, if this kind of 
revision had been negated then the Leninist stage of Marxism would have 
been negated. From the Paris Commune to the October Revolution, the path 
of armed uprisings in cities was taken. Lenin and Stalin only had prac- 
tice in and discussed this aspect. The Marxists represented by Comrade 

Mao Zedong, proceeding from China's actual condi’ions and seeking truth 
from facts, integrated the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism with the 
rractice of China's revolution, and proposed tre path of setting up an 
independent regime, establishing revolutionr, bases in the rural areas, 
and having the countryside surround the citi-s. This kind of revision made 
by Comrade Mao Zedong was completely neces ary. If not for it there would 
have been no Mao Zedong Thought, which intgrates Marxism-Leninism with the 
practice of China's revolution. 


"Revision" does not equal revisionism. The concrete quotations and con- 
crete decisions of the revolutionary leader changed in keeping with the 
times and everything that did not suit new conditions was revised. If it 
were uot for this, we would have desperately clung to outmoded conclusions, 
run counter to Marxism-Leninism, and, reversing ourselves, taken the path 
of revisionism.

SOCIALIST LEGAL SYSTEM, COMMUNIST MORALITY LINKED 
Shanghai XUE SHU YUE KAN [Academic Monthly] in Chinese No 6, 20 Jun 79 pp 1-6 


[Article by Wu Daying [0702 1129 5391] and Liu Han [0491 3466]: "On the 
Socialist Legal System and Communist Morality"] 


[Text] The socialist legal system and communist morality 
are both part of the socialist superstructure which is based 
on a socialist economy. They are determined by the social- 
ist economic base and react upon it. At the same time, they 
act upon and influence each other. They are basically 
identical and complementary, but also distinct. Strengthen- 
ing education on the socialist legal system and cammunist 
morality is of great significance while the work of the 
entire party and the entire nation is having its focus 
shifted to socialist modernizatia. 


The Socialist Legal System Is the Most Progressive One in Human History 


A legal system is a product of class society, an instrument of class rule 

and an important component of the superstructure. The term "legal systen" 
[fa zhi: 3127 0455] appears as early as the “Yue Ling” chapter of the “Book 
of Rites." There it is stated: "Command the civil authorities, erect a legal 
system, repair the prisons ar! provide fetters." The term "legal systen” 

in this case means the system of laws. When we read the works of Lenin we 
regularly encounter the term “legal system" (in Russian, “zakonnost'"), which 
has meanings such as the system of laws, observing the laws and legality. 


In current usage in China, "legal system" always has three meanings. First, 
legal system indicates the activity of the state in formulating laws. For 
example, after the founding of New China, legal [law formulating] committees, 
bureaus and the like were set up in China's state organs. The term legal 
system in this case indicates the activity of the state in formulating laws. 
Second, "legal system" can indicate the state's laws and systems. For 
example, the academic subject of Chinese legal history indicates the history 
of China's laws and systems. In the above two senses, every kind of state 
of different historical natures has its own legal system. The legal system 
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of all exploiting class states is a manifestation cf the will of the exploit- 
ing class. It is an instrument of rule by the minority over the majority. 

It is a component of the superstructure which is set up on the economic base 
of en exploiting class society and which serves that base. A soviaiist lega. 
system, however, is quite the opposite. Third, “legal system" means doing 
things according to the law. But this has two meanings. On the one hand, 
there must be laws to act on. This requires the state to formulate unified 
laws for the entire country. On the other hand, when there are laws they 
must be acted on. This requires all state organizations to carry out the 
law conscientiously and all public employees and citizens strictly to observe 
the laws. In this sense, there is no general legal system, only a capitalist 
legal. system and a socialist legal systen. 


In a state under feudal rule, the legal system reflects the will of the 

fe jal ruling class. It openly establishes the unequal positions of the 
various classes before the law. The feudal emperors were not bound by any 
law. Rather, their orders were law. This left them a lot of leeway for 
their despotic uctivities. At the same time, because the wonomy of feudal 
society nas the characteristic of being scattered, the feudal legal syste 
was also split up. Local customs and legal documents of local authorities 
sometimes played a very great role. When the capitalist econami: component 
had developed to a certain stage, this kind of feudal system became an 
obstacle to social developma®. At that time, bourgeois thinkers elevated 
the principle of a system of law tc the front rank ani praised it as the 
cornerstone of the entire state system ani social system. The bourgeois 
principle of a system of law requires the activities of state organs to be 
based on the law. They cannot step outside the bounds determined by the lav. 
They also stressed that all people are equal before the law ani cpposei 
feudal privilege. The principle of a system of law raised by advancei 
representatives of the bourgeoisie in their struggle against feudaliem had 
@ progressive meaning at the time. However, once the bourgeoisie he risen, 
they did not thoroughly carry out the principle of a system of law. Especial- 
ly during the state of imperialian, the bourgeoisie even more regularly broke 
the system of laws which it had set up itself. It is just as Lenin said: 
"The legal system which was set up for the bourgeoisie kas become something 
which it cannot stand!"* Lenin also said: "The socialist proletarist snouid 
remember at all times that what it is facing, what it must face is a revolu- 
tionary struggle of a mass nature. This struggle will destroy the entire 
legal system of bourgeois society which is doamed to extinction."* 


The socialist legal system is set up by the proletariat after it emashes the 
bourgeois legal system. The socialist legal systes is a powerful weapon for 
realizing the dictatorship of the proletariat, that is, the syste: of prole- 
tarian democracy. It is a method by which the proletariat carric. out state

leadership over society. It requires thai the will of the broad masses of 
the people under the leadership of \:e proletari.< be formulate’ into unifiec 
national laws. It requires that al) state organs (including organs of stete 
power, state administrative organs, judicial organs and procuratorial organs) 
conscientiously carry out the lawe «' the state in their activities. It 
requires all social organizations, ,.: .ic employees and citizens seriously 
to observe the state's laws. Broadly spetking, the socielist legal systen 
includes the three aspects of formulating, implementing and observing the 
laws. These three aspects form a unifiec whole. Nec one aspect can be cast 
aside. Otherwise, the socialist legal systez will be damaged and the 
interests of the state ani the people will be harmed. 


Sirce the founding of the country, China's socialist legal system has played 
& great role in attacking the enemy, proteci 2 the people and guaranteeing 
thet the socialist revolution and the build’m “f socialism will be carried 
out smoothly. However, because old China was = «mi-feudal, semi-colonial 
society with no democratic tradition, feudal iat log, and traditional custom 
hac deep roots and permeated every nook and cram, of social activity. In 
adcition, same shortcomings and errors devloped in our work, preventing 

the socialist legal system from becoming sufficiently sound. Phenomena 
sabotaging the socialist legal system continuously appeared. Lin Biao and 
the gang of four, concealed so deeply for so long, created such great harm. 
This was also connected to the unsoundness of the socialist legal systen. 
Once they controlled some authority, they intensified their sabotage of the 
socialist legal system and rabidly carried out a feudal fascist dictatorship 
catastrophic to the Chinese peop _e. 


With the smashing of the'gang of four," China entered into a new historical 
ert.. The strengthening of the socialist legal system is an urgent require- 
merit of the new historical era, an urgent requirement of rapidly real‘zing 
the four modernizatims. Strengthening the socialist legal system is closely 
lirked to promoting socialist democracy; it is inseparable fram it. In 
formulating, implementing and observing the law, we must base ourselves on 
socialist democracy and safeguard the basic tasks of socialist democracy. 
Lerin said: "The principle of democratic organization (in its highest form, 
the Soviets propose and require that the masses not only actively participate 
in the discussion of generel rules and regulations, resolutions and lews, 

nor just oversee their implementation, but also directly implement the rules 
and regulations, resolutions and laws) implies that every representative of 
the masses and each citizen can participate in the discussion of state laws, 
that they can all elect their own representatives and carry out the laws of 
the state."* This kind of laws formlated ~ the basis of democracy and 
implenented and observed on that basis is what we say is a legal system in 
the most complete sense. It is the most progressive legal system in Mmanan 
history and it plays an active role in impelling the socialist economic base.

Communist Morality Is the Loftiest Morality 


Morality is people's vi=»oints on good and evil, justice and injustice, 
fairness and selfishness, honesty and hypocrisy, honor and shame and the like, 
as well as the rules ed summations which, by the force of social public 
opinion and the urgiag of one's conscience, correspond to those viewpoints 

to gu=rantee the realization of pecple's behevior. 


Moralit, is a social ideology which is determined by people's material living 
conditions in society. Every social economic form has morality. Ever 
primitive society produced morality. In class so:icty morality has a class 
nature. There is no morality which transcends class*s. Because each class 
has a different economic intcrest and a different political viewpoint, it has 
ea different morality. Ina slave society, the slave holders view pix sical 
labor as the ultimate shame. They consider mistreating, buying and selling 
and even slaughtering slaves as properly m:ral activities, hile the slaves 
who seek liberation consider running away, revolting and insurrection as 
properly moral. In a feudal society, the landlord class views stuff like 
"the three cardinal guides ani the five constant virtues” and "loyalty, filial 
piety, integrity and righteousness” as eternally immutable moral stendards, 
whiis the peasants view opposing the feudal land ownership system, being 
valiant and industrious, helping the distressed and imperiled and the like 
as properly moral. The fundamental principle of bourgeois morality is 
individualism. When opposing the feudal system and feudal morality, it played 
an active, progressive role. However, bourgeois morality is besed on the 
bourgeois righ* of private property, so it has as principal camponents things 
like people exploiting people, receiving withou* working for it, plotting 
only for advantage, harming others to one's own benefit and trying to cheat 
and outwit each other. 








In @ Class society, there is no unified moral system, nor van there be one. 
Each class evaluates the behavior of people according to its own c:..cepts of 
morality. However, we cannot generalize from this to say that there is no 
objective standard for morality. Based on the viewpoint of historical 
materialism, we should understand that morality does have an objective 
standard. In history, whatever behavior was beneficial to social pmgress 
and social development was in accord with morality and whatever was not was 
not moral. 


Proletarian morality is mankind's greatest, most progressive ani loftiest 
morality; that is, it is communist morality. When Lenixc discussed communist 
morality he pointed out that it "serves to destroy the old society of the 
exploiters and to unite all laborers to create a proletarian enviroment for 
creating a new cammunist society. Communist morality is that morality which 
serves to unite laborers to oppose all exploitation and all small private 
ownership."* Communist morality reflects the interests of the proletariat

and the laboring people and serves to wipe out exploitation and classes and 
to build socialism and communisan. 


Communist morality opposes the system of exploitation wherein one receives 
without working for it and where people exploit people. It advocates wiping 
out classes and exploitation, carrying out the principles of public ownership 
of the means of production and one who does not work shall not eat. It 
advocates consciously laboring. It opposes individualism and behavior that 
harms others to one's own benefit and espouses the collectivist spirit where 
the interests of the individual and the collective are united, a socialist 
humanitarian spirit. It opposes trying to cheat and outwit each othe: and 
divorcing words from actions end advocates honesty, faithfulness and the unity 
of words and actions. Communist morality is founded on the base of the final 
liberation of all mankind by the proletariat and the building of socialist 
and communist societies. Therefore, it meets not only the demands of the 
proletariat, but also those of the broad masses of the laboring people. It 
is not only the morality of the proletariat but will became the cammon moral- 
ity of all progressive mankind. The demands of communist moralit, meets the 
future of mankind's development and its content is also continuously enrich- 
ing and developing. Elevating the cammunist moral character of the masses 
of the people plays a tremendous role in socialist construction and is an 
important condition for the future transition fram socialist society to 
communist society. 


Socialist Legal System and Communist Morality Are Basically Identical and 
Complenentary 


The socialist legal system and cammunist morality are basically identical. 
The socialist legal system is an important means of educating the people and 
propagating communist morality, while strengthening education in communist 
morality is an effective method for preserving the socialist legal systen. 
Whatever behavior is prohibited by the socialist legal system is also 
condemned by cammunist morality. Any behavior which is encouraged by the 
socialist legal system is certainly called for by communist morality. For 
example, China's constitution sets down that socialist public property is 
inviolable and must be cherished and protec*ed by the citizenry, while a 
basic demand of communist morality is to protect and consolidate socialist 
public nroperty and consider it an unshakable basis of socialist society. 
Thus we can see thet protecting socialist public property is not only an 
obligation set down in the constitution but also a demand of communist 
morality. On the other hand, observing communist morality is a demand of 
the socialist legal system. For example, China's constitution stipulates 
that citizens must respect social ethics. In our socialist society, social 
ethics use as their yardsticks the noble quality of unselfishness of the 
proletariat and the collectivist spirit. Thus observing the socialist legal 
system a)xl observing communist morality are basically identical. 


Communist moraiity requires people strictly to observe the socialist legal 
system and teaches people to struggle actively against lawbreaking phenomena, 

















so as to guarantee the stability, continuity and maximum authority of the 
socialist legal system. Thus, in the process of strengthening the socialist 
legal system we must strengthen education in cammunist morality. People who 
have a high level of cammnist morality must have an elevated sense of the 
legal system and must actively safeguard the socialist legal system. If 
those who lack communist moral qualities do not watch out for and correct 
their own behavior which violates social ethics in a timely manner, but take 
no care at all and let matters slide, it is very likely that lawbreaking 
behavior will develop. For example, if an imiividual begins by coveting 
smail things at will and takes other people's things as he or she pleases, 
it could develop into larceny. This is a common occurrence in real life. 


The socialist legal system and communist morality are not~only basically 
identical. They are also camplementary. In China's socialist society, 
although large-scale and t: rbulent class struggle waged by the masses has 
basically come to an end, there still exist an extremely small number of 
counterrevolutionary and criminal elements 1.40 are hostile towards China's 
socialist modernization and who sabotage it. We definitely cannot relax 

our class struggle with them, nor weaken the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
At the same time, there are still a large mumber of contradictions and some 
disputes among the people which must be resolved. Moreover, people's politi- 
cal consciousness is uneven. Therefore, in a socialist society, we need 
different rules of conduct w resolve differe@mt problems. Simply relying on 
cammunist morality is clearly insufficient. At present, we must strengthen 
the socialist legal system, struggle with lewbreaking phenomena and correctly 
resolve various kinds of contradictions and disputes among the people, so as 
earnestly to Obtain laws which can and must be relici upon, strict implementa- 
tion of the law and investigation of violatims of the law. Therefore, we 
urgently need to fommlate a criminal law, 4 criminal suit law, a civil law 
and a civil suit law, and revise other laws. While the focus of the work 

of the entire nation is being shifted to socialist modernization, the basic 
principles of various economic activities in socialist society must be 
determined clearly in laws so that all lines of economic activity have rules 
to go by. For this, we need to formulate laws on the people's communes, 
factories, corporations, banks, capital construction, materials supply, 
navigation, railroads, camnerce ani contracts. In order to protect the 
nation's resources and natural environment, we also must formulate laws on 
forestry, land, grasslands, mining and envirommental protection. In order 
to pramote the develomment of science and technology, we must formulate laws 
on rewards for invention, rewards for technical innovation, monetary rewards 
for science, authorship and the like. None of these can replace education 
on communist =scality. On the other hand, we also cannot overlook the role 
of education on communist morality and think that the law can handle every- 
thing, that we can simply rely on legal methods. For example, to struggle 
against theft, we must of course formulate a crimina’ law and a criminal 
suit law and reinforce the work of the public security, procuratorial and 
judicial organs. But this is still not enough. We must still rely on 
education in communist morality and the sanctions of public opinion. It is 
just as Stalin said: “This kind of robbers abounds among us. We cannot get 
rid of them all by simply relying on the State Political Security Bureau. 




















He we need to adopt another method, one which is more effective ami more 
serious. This method is to create an atmosphere among the public surrounding 
these petty thieves of general moral ostraciam and approbation."* By 
correctly combining strengthening the socialist legal system and education on 
cammunist morality, we can raise people's political consciousness, create a 
fine social custom, safeguard the normal order of society, production and 
work, develop the political situation of stability and unity and do a good 
job in building the Four Modernizations. 


Differences between the Socialist Legal System and Communist Morality 


The socialist legal system and communist morality are basically identical, 
but the two definitely cannot be equated and mixed together. There are 
differences between the socialist legal system ami communist morality. 


First, communist morality emerged earlier than the socialist legal system. 

In bourgeois society, there was no socialist legal system, but the most 
progressive elements of the proletariat already had communist moral qualities. 
In a socialist society, there are still classes. Since people's views of 
morality reflect their different class interests, there are two mutually 
contradictory moral systems, that of the exploiting class and that of the 
proletariat (the communist moral system). In a socialist society, the 
bourgeois legal system has already been destroyed. The socialist legal system 
is the embodiment of the will of the proletariat and the broad masses of the 
laboring people. It is unified for the entire nation. 


Second, communist morality relies on the force of public opinion and is 
sustained by relying on peonle's beliefs, customs, traditions ami education. 
That is to say, those who violate communist morality will be censured by 
public opinion and by their own consciences. Behavior which violates 
communist morality must rely on the force of public opinion and the 
consciousness of the individual to be corrected. The method usually adopted 
is criticism and self-criticism. Although the socialist legal system must 
also rely on the broad masses to observe it consciously, it has the compul- 
sive power of the stete to back it up and guarantee its implementation and 
observance. Those who violate the socialist legal system must bear the 
responsibility of different laws in accordance with the various different 
consequences of their actions and be punished by different laws. The 
responsibility of the law includes: one, responsibility for a crime, 
because that which gives rise to the commission of a crime should be punished. 
When the punishment of a criminal element is determined, account shoul be 
taken of the facts, nature and circumstances of the crime and its degree of 
harm to society, with reference to the individual criminal's situation, 
degree of honesty in admitting guilt and repentance over committing the 
crime. Acting in accordance with the relevant provisions of the criminal 
law,the judicial organs should sentence the criminal with the main and 
additional penalties such as forced labor, determinate imprisomment, life 
imprisonment. or death as well as fines, deprivation of political rights or 
confiscation of property. Two, civil responsibility, because that which 
produces and gives rise to civil behavior in violation of the law should be 




















punished by civil iaw. For example, when a contract is not performed, losses 
should be compensated or contract breaking penalties paid; when someone else's 
property is damaged, its loss should be camensated; and the like. Three, 
the responsibility of discipline, because that which gives rise to violation 
of work systems or labor discipline should be punished by recording demerits, 
lowering of rank, demotion, and the like. Four, administrative responsibil- 
ity, because that which gives rise to the violation of management regulations, 
for example traffic regulations, should be punished by detaining 

the vehicle or fines. In addition, there are some very minor forms of 
lawbreaking behavior which may be handled simply with criticism and education 
without punishment. 


Third, the scopes of communist morality and the socialist legal system are 
much the same, but not entirely. We cannot say that every obligation of 
communist morality is a legal obligation. Some behavior which violates 
cammunist morality should be censured by public opinion and the individual's 
conscience, but not necessarily punished by law. For example, not all of the 
many relationships in the areas of love, friendship and family life can be 
readjusted by the law, nor can state organs intervene in them all. They can 
only be readjusted by commnist morality. Generally speaking, the demands of 
communist morality are higher than those of the socialist legal system. It 
is the rule of behavior not only for the proletariat and the masses of the 
people in socialist society, but also in the future for the people ina 
communist society. The socialist legal system is only a phenomenon of the 
historical stage of socialism. In the future, after we enter into a comnunist 
society following the dying out of classes and the state, the socialist legal 
system will lose its function and will be replaced by the cammon norcs for 
daily living of & communist society. 


From this we can see that there are both linkages and differences between the 
socialist legal system and commnist morality, between behavior which vio- 
lates the law and that which is not moral and between legal responsibility 
and moral responsibility. Making clear the distinctions between them is not 
only of theoretical significance, but of practical significance as well. If 
we mistakenly treat lawbreaking behavior simply as behavior which violates 
communist morality and do not mete out legal punishment, thereby relaxing our 
struggle against lawbreaking phenomena, this will lead to the destruction of 
the socialist legal system. At the same time, if we treat behavior which 
only violates communist morality as in violation of the law and mistakenly 
look into the legal responsibilities and handle it with the law, that too is 
incorrect and can also lead to the destruction of the socialist legal systen. 
Because of this, it is most necessary at present to strengthen our legislative 
work and formulate various socialist laws to give the masses of the people 
laws to observe and state organs a basis for implementing the laws. If we 
simplistically rely on our view of communist morality to handle cases, the 
erratic confusion produced will be harmful to the strengthening of the 
socialist legal system. It can reach the point where people basically do not 
even cast a glance on the socialist legal system but rely on the .eudal or 
bourgeois concepts of morality which are in t wir brains when they handle 
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handle cases, or rely on the “will of the supreme leader." This is even more 
impermissible in a socialist legal system and is in camplete violation of 
communist morality. 


An Important Task at Present Is to Strengthen the Socialist Legal System and 
Education in Communist Morality 


In China, following the appearance of the proletariat, and in the old society 
among the most progressive elements of the proletariat,a communist morality 
was already formed which was opposed to the morality of the exploiting 
Classes. After new China had been founded, following the victory of socialist 
transformation and construction, the economic base of the exploiting classes 
was already wiped out and the morality of the exploiting classes disintegrated 
@s a moral system. Communist morality wrested the leading position. However, 
that is not to say that the morality of the exploiting classes has been wiped 
out completely. Morality is a social ideology with its own relative indepen- 
dence. Although the economic base of the exploiting classes has been basic- 
ally wiped out, the moral concepts of the exploiting classes sill persist in 
people's minds for a very long historical period. Therefore, a most import- 
ant long-term task on the ideological front is to strengthen eiucation in 
communist morality and continuously battle against the moral concepts of the 
exploiting classes. 


Lin Biao and the ‘kang of four''were a politically reactionary, morally degen- 
erate counterrevolutionary two-faced clique. They either put communist 
morality down as a “trifle” and spread about in a big way the theory that 
"“trifles are harmless"; or they said that communist morality is a revisionist 
thing, doing their utmost to negate communist morality. For a long time, 

Lin Biao end the gang of four preached to the masses with hypocritical faces. 
In actuality, what they propagated was cntirely a feudal fascist moral view. 
For example, they did their utmost to propagate the moral views of super- 
stition and devoting oneself heart and soul to one person, denying the 
determining role of the masses of the people in history. As another example, 
they did their utmost to propagate the moral views of using public office for 
private gain and resorting to deception. They opposed being open and above- 
board and seeking truth fram facts and advocated “big things cannot be done 
without lies" and "there are no honest words in class struggle." They let 
“egotistic craving is the rule” be their motto and set up as their models 
those historical representative personages of the exploiting classes who 
scrambled for power and profit and who intrigued against each other. They 
did their utmost to propagate a reactionary moral view opposing human progress 
and social development, and carried out the most barbarous, most decadent 
fascist feudal dictatorship in China. Tte opposition of Lin Biao and the 'kang 
of four"'to communist morality and their spreading of the morality of the 
explo* ting classes wes entirely in the service of their political intrigue. 


At the same time, the socialist legal system was seriously damaged by Lin 
Biao end the'kang of four." In the area of legislation, they paid hamage to 
the Jaws of a feudal court and heaped lavish praise on them, while vilifying 
China's socialist legal system as "revisionist," “bourgeois” and "Guomindang." 
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They not only schemed in every way to obstruct the formulation of various 
socialist laws, but plotted basically to abolish China's socialist laws and 
set up their feudal fascist laws, bringing about a great social retrogression. 
In the area of implementing the laws, they plotted to abolish the public 
security, procuratorial and court functions of the organs of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat and establish a set of instruments of fascist dictatorship 
in service of their factional setup. ‘They also completely negated the 
working procedures and systems of China's political and legel organs, 
abolished the specialized work of those organs, set up the signboard of 

"mass dictatorship" and created many unjust, false and wrong charges or 
sentences. In the area of observing the law, they vilified the masses 
observing the law as “slavery” and acting as “prisoners of the bourgeoisie.” 
They advocated that hooliganism and punk behavior “are very brave" and "have 
good points" and that creating disturbances and aestruction are "in the 
spirit of going against the tide." They also abusei their authority to cover 
up their crimes, not only letting these people roam free outside the law but 
also broadly enlisting their services and promoting them to higher office 
and rank, egging them on to ride roughshod over others and act like an over- 
lord. In this way they rabidly sabotaged the socialist legal system so as to 
overturn the dictatorship of the proletariat amd carry out a counterrevolu- 
tionary restoration to establish their feudal fascist dynasty. 


The sabotage of communist morality and the socialist legal system by Lin Biao 
and the 'kang of four’ created extremely odious consequences and its poisonous 
influence was deep and widespread. Their perverse acts mixed up the standards 
of right and wrong in morality and turned upside down the relationship between 
the enemy and ourselves in politics and the boundery between legal and illegal 
in law, seriously damaging social customs and the social order. Because they 
lacked education in communist morality, some people with odious qualities 
appeared in society: some were sellouts, rumormongers and framers; some were 
braggarts and flatterers, tricksters, harmers of others for their own profit 
and people who put profit first; and some considered ignorance a virtue and 
backwardness to be glorious. Because they lacked education in the socialist 
legal system, personnel working in same state organs considered themselves 
special, feeling that the constitution, laws and decrees are to manage the 
common pe. le with but that they themselves can transcend the socialist legal 
system, even that they may set themselves above the socialist legal system. 
There were also a portion of people in society who flouted law and discipline, 
broke the law and committed crimes and disrupted the public order. Especially 
meriting serious attention is the »ortion of youth who became morally degener- 
ate under the poisonous influence of Lin Biao and the'zang of four.” Among 
these are some who have even taken a path of crime. 


Therefore, we must pay most serious attention to the severe danage created by 
Lin Biao and the'gang of four’ in areas such as political ideology, social 
morality and the revolutionary legal system and never underestinate their 
poisonous inflvence. We must thoroughly recognize that strengthening educa- 
tion on the socialist legal system and cammunist morality is an extremely 
important long-term task, and an extremely urgent present task. We must 
thoroughly criticize and repudiate the criminal acts and fallacies of Lin Biao 
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and the'kang of four in sabotaging camunist morality and the socialist legal 
system, purge their poisonous influence from every realm and thoroughly make 
use of all the media--including newspapers, magazines, books, broadcasts, 
television, movies and literature and art--to carry out extensive education on 
th- socialist legal system and communist morality, to impart to all the cadres 

' and broad masses, especially the youth, firm concepts of the socialist legal 
system and communist morality, in order to forge ahead towards building China 
into a great modern powerful socialist country.

CLASS ESSENCE OF "EQUALITY OF EVERYONE BEFORE TRUTH'

[Text] Th principle that “everyone is equal before truth" is deter- 
mined by the fundamental attribute of truth. Truth is the correct 
reflection of objective things in man's understanding. Therefore, 
truth, according to its content, is objective, and independent of the 
subjective will of any individual or class. Only when correctly re- 
flecting objective things and their laws is the understanding of an 
individual or class truth; otherwise, it is not truth. It is the 
same and equal with any individual and any class. It determines that 
men are equal before truth. 


In addition, while truth is objective, so is the criterion to test 
truth. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "There is only one truth, 
and just who has discovered it hinges not on subjective exaggeration 
but on objective practice. Only the revolutionary practice of hun- 
dreds of millions of people is the measure to test truth." ("Select- 
ed Works of Mao Zedong," Vol 2 p 623). Practice is the only crite- 
rion to test truth. Regardless of what class and what individual, 
whether their understanding is true must be measured by practice, the 
objective yardstick. This demand, this criterion, is objective, 
equal, and nondiscriminatory. It determines that men are equal be- 
fore truth. 


Thus,, the principle of the equalit:’ of everyone before truth is de- 
termined and endowed by the objective essence of the contents and 
criterion of truth; it is objective, and independent of man's will. 
It is thus whether one is willing to recognize it or not. Lin Biao 
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and the "gang of four" negated this principle, but they were unable 
to turn their fallacy into truth, or to escape their historical des- 
tiny of inevirable doom. 


However, this is only one side of the issue. The other side is that, 
for a person to actually enjoy this right of equality, he must under- 
stand and master the objective truth. Those who cannot understand 
and master the objective truth cannot enjoy the rights under the 
principle of “equality of everycae before truth." It is the same 
as the fact that, when a person wishes to actually enjoy equal right 
under the principle of to each according to his labor, he must supply 
labor to society. It is also the same as the fact that, in a capi- 
talist society, a penniless proletarian cannot enjoy the equal right 
of the “sacred inviolability of private property." 


Then, in a class society, can everyone understand and master the ob- 
jective truth? To answer this question, we run into the distinction 
between the truth of natural science and .hat of social science. In 
natural science, as what it reflects are natural phenomena and their 
laws which do not involve man's class relationship or infringe on his 
class interest, any class can understand and apply it. Therefore, 
before the truth of natural science, generally speaking, any class 
and any individual can enjoy equal right. But the situacion with 
the truth of social science is somewhat aifferent, because the truth 
of social science, generally speaking, possesses a class essence, and 
it is not something which can be understood and mastered by any 
class. No reactionary class in history was able to understand and 
master the truth of social science; only the revolutionary classes 
identified with the demands of social development could understand 
and master the truth of social science. In the era of the proleta- 
rian revolution and proletarian dictatorship, generally speaking, 
only the proletariat and the revolutionary people led by it can un- 
derstand and master the truth of social science and enjoy the right 
under the principle of “equality of everyone before truth." As for 
the bourgeoisie and : ther exploiting classes, generally speaking, 
they cannot understand and master the truth of social science or en- 
joy the right under the principle of “equality of everyone before 
truth." Therefore, the principle of “equality of everyone before 
truth" absolutely does not signify “equality between the proletariat 
and the bourgeoisie." 


In other word, viewed from the objective essence of truth, the equa- 
lity of everyone before truth is an objective demand, without class 
distinction. However, as the truth of social science in a class 
society possesses a class essence, the reactionary classes which 
cannot understand the truth of social science do not have the actual 
possibility to enjoy equality before the truth of social science. 
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Such class restriction on the right of “equality of everyone before 
truth" in a class society will gradually vanish with the disappear- 
ance of the classes. Today, the landowner, rich peasant and capital- 
ist classes in China have disappeared, and the overwhelming mejority 
of their mewbers have been reformed into socialist laborers and be- 
come members of the masses under the leadership of the preletariat. 
However, we still have a small number of counterrevolutionaries and 
criminal elements who sabotage the socialist modernization construc- 
tion. They stubbornly take the reactionary standpoint of the ex- 
ploiting class to resist the socialist cause. They still cannot 
understand and master the truth of social science, and they still do 
not possess the actual possibility to enjoy equality before the 
truth. 


We must also realize that, though the equality of everyone before 
truth is a demand out of the objective essence of truth, not all 
classes in a class society can propose this slogan or implement this 
principle. As their interests deviated from the demands of the ob- 
jective law of social development, the reactionary classes in history 
not only failed to understand truth, but also feared it; therefore, 
they not only could not propose this slogan or implement this princi- 
ple, but opposed it. Precisely as pointed out by Marx, "the unique- 
ness of the material studied in political economy summons the most 
violent, basest and vilest feelings in man's mind and the goddess of 
vengeance representing private interest to the battlefield to resist 
free scientific research." ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels,” 

Vol 2 p 208). Stalin also pointed out: "In natural science, the 
discovery and application of new laws are more or less smooth. On 
the other hand, in the realm of economics, the discovery and applica- 
tion of new laws conflicting with the interest of the decadent forces 
of society will encounter the violent resistance of such forces." 
("Issues of the Soviet Socialist Economy,” p 5). Therefore, all re- 
actionary classes in history opposed free scientific research and re- 
sisted the principle of "equality of everyone before truth." Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four's" insane resistance and vicious attack of 
the slogan of “equality of everyone before truth" were a concentrated 
manifestation of their taking the reactionary standpoint of the land- 
owner bourgeoisie to abhor truth, resist truth, oppose free scienti- 
f.c research, and promote a cultural tyranny. 


Therefore, we must never confuse the objective demand and subjective 
principle of the equality of everyone before truth. Despite the fact 
that the equality of everyone before truth is * demand out of the 
objective essence of truth, historically, only the proletariat could 
propose it clearly as a slogan and uphold it as a principle. The 
reason is because only the proletariat is the most progressive and 
most revolutionary class, and its class interest and demand are 
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completely identical with the demand of the objective law of social 
development. Only by revealing the objective law of social develop- 
ment and acting according to such objective law will the proletariat 
accomplish its historical mission. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: 
"The sharpest and most effective weapon of the proletariat is only 
one: It is a solemn and fighting scientific attitude. The Communist 
farty does not rely on intimidation for its survival, but on the 
truth of Marxism-Leninism, on seeking the truth from the facts and on 
science.... Only by such reliance will it gain revolutionary vic- 
tory.” 


One can thus see that the proletariat's proposal of and adherence to 
the slogan of “equality of everyone before truth” reflect beth the 
demand of the objective essence of truth and that of its own interest. 
It is a reflection of both the unanimity of the revolutionary and 
scientific essences of the proletariat and that of the objective and 
class essences of the truth of social science. The view which places 
the slogan of “equality of everyone before truth" and the class 
essence of the truth of social science on opposite sides and consi- 
ders the slogan supra-class is incompatible with the fact. Such view 
is unfavorable to the thorough criticism of Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four's™ attack and defilement of the slogan. Their insane resistance 
of the slogan was a negative proof of its proletarian essence and its 
important significance to the proletariat.

The spirit in sweeping all before them and in acting with the 
power of a thunderbolt and the speed of wind shown by these three organs 
deserves our welcome and applause. 


As an important tool for the proletarian dictatorship, the public security, 
procuratorial, and judicial organs are charged with the glorious respon- 
sibilities of protecting the people, safeguarding the Four Modernizations, 
punishing crimes, and dealing blows to the enemy. For this, the nation 
has vested great power in these three organs, the people have given trust, 
and the party and the government have provided great support, encourage- 
ment and concern to them. The working personnel of these organs enjoy a 
high status in society because they have great power and shoulder heavy 
responsibilities. Thus, whether their standpoint and thought are firm 
and correct, their work style, attitude and method are correct, positive 
and honest, and even their actions and words all have a great deal to do 
with and will have great impact on the interests and welfare of the broad 
masses. If the work of these organs is done well, it will contribu e to 
the excellent situation of stability and unity. If it is not done well 
or not done too well, it will cause the Four Modernizations to fall back. 


The difference between the working personnel in our public security, pro- 
curatorial and judicial organs and the oppressive organs and their officials 
in the old society lies not only in their class attributes and their objects 
of service, which are diametrically opposite, but also in the fundamental 
variance in their work style, work attitude and work method. Before 
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liberation, whether it was under the Kuomintang or the Northern Warlords, 
the police, judges and procurators all rode rough shod over the villagers, 
savagely oppressed the people, and lorded it over the people. As a result, 
naturally, they were bitterly hated by the people. On the contrary, the

They were willing to risk any 
danger to do their cuty. These comrades were loyal to the people, loyal 

to the law and loyal to true facts. Their exemplary behavior received 
warm support and earned deserved respect from the people. No doubt, this 
is a source of pride for the public security, procratorial and judicial 
system. 


During the 10 years’ catastrophe, the public security, procuratorial and 
judicial organs were smashed by Lin Biao and the “gang of four." The 
State apparatus weich fell into their hands was turned around to enforce 
a fierce and brutal dictat»rship over the proletariat. They put the 
broad masses in a position of being arbitrarily bullied and oppressed, 
insulted and exploited. Some scoundrels and elements with a corrupt 
work style and base character who sneaked into the public security and 
judicial organs openly acted like overlords. They practiced nepotism 
and perverted the law; they took bribes and extorted money. They openly 
fabricated a large number of shockingly unjust, false and mistaken cases. 
As a result, they seriously distorted the image of the state's organs of 
dictatorship and destroyed the outstanding work style shaped for many 
years by the public security, procuratorial and judicial system. 


It has been nearly 3 years since the “gang of four" collapsed. As hurried 
transient guests in history, Lin Biao and Wang, Zhang, Jiang and Yao have 
long withdrawn from the ,clitical and historical stage. Nevertheless, we 
still must make great efforts to clean up the filth they left behind. 
These undesirable tendencies are one of the evils left behind by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four." Facts have shown clearly that we must not treat 
lightly these undesirable tendencies and evil practices. If we do not 
take decisive and forceful measures, we cannot expect to create a situation 
in which corruption is eliminated and the atmosphere is cleared up. A 
good medicine tastes bitter but cures the disease. The disciplinary 
measures formulated by the public security, procuratorial and judicial 
organs are precisely a dose of good medicine that will cure our current 
maladies. 
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Whether these disciplinary measures will be thoroughly carried out depends 
on whether they will be enforced to the letter. Just as individuals are 
equal before the law, before these disciplinary measures all individuals 
must be equal, be they leading cadres or ordinary working personnel, old 
cadres or new cadres. Wnoever violates these disciplinary measures must 
assume the consequences after the violation has been exposed, investigated 
and verified. No exception whatsoever will be made on the basis of how 
high his position is, how senior he is or how many contributions he has 
made. Leading cadres at every level especially must be strict with then- 
selves, take the lead in enforcement and set an example for all their 
working personnel. In order to ask others to be perfectly clean, one 

must oneself have clean hands and keep oneself as pure as jade. In order 
to ask other people to enforce the law rigorously and to sweep away all 
obstacles, one must oneself be a person of integrity and justice and not 
compromise with evil. Only by totally restoring the excellent tradition 
and work style will the working personnel of public security, procuratorial 
and judicial organs not fail the great trust vested in them by the party, 
the state and the people, and become once again the object of the trust, 
support and respect of the masses! 


It should be pointed out that some comrades who made mistakes and were 
involved in undesirable tendencies ought not to gloss over their faults 

and try to cover up. They must be determined to sincerely mend their ways, 
engage in criticism and self-criticism, cut themselves off from their past, 
and wash their hands clean of filth. In this way, they naturally will 

be forgiven by the masses: It is good to reform! As to those individuals 

who were poisoned deeply and who are still unwilling to make a fresh start, 
they must not think the disciplinary measures we are talking about are 

mere scraps of paper that will have no effect. They must know that in 

the process of formulating these disciplinary measures, the leading cadres 

in our municipal public security, procuratorial and judicial organs thoroughly 
discussed them and gave them very careful consideration. They were resolutely 
resolved to practice earnestly what tltey advocated. In particular, all 

these disciplinary measures have been announced to all people in the city. 

One must not forget that one cannot do wrong without being seen: anyone 

who thinks himself clever will be enmeshed in a web of his own spinning. 

If anyone disregards these disciplinary measures and regulations and dares 

to defy the law, we are absolutely certain that after a trial of strength, 

he will reap the bad consequences he has sown.

ZHANJIANG PREFECTURE PARTY COMMITTEE SPONSORS READING SESSION FOR COUNTY 
PARTY COMMITTEE SECRETARIES

[Text] The Zhanjiang Prefecture Party Committee recently held a reading 
session for county party secretaries to study the Marxist theory of knowledge, 
to closely integrate it with practice, and to promote a discussion on prac- 
tice being the only criterion for examining the truth. This effort further 
helped to correct the ideological line and increase our awareness of the 

need for implementing the various policies and directives of the Third 

Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee. 


Also attending the reading session were responsible persons in the depart- 
ments, committees and offices of local and district party organs. 


At the reading session, everyone re-read all pertinent documents issued by 
the Third Plenum and studied Comrade Hua Guofeng's "Report on the Work of 

the Government" delivered at the Second Session of the Fifth National People's 
Congress. They also reflected on and summed up historical experience, ap- 
plying the sharp weapon of considering practice as the only criterion for 
examining the truth. They dwelled particularly on the practical experience 
gained since the Third Plenum, and made everyone clearly aware that, without 
a correct ideological line, it would be impossible to firmly and resolutely 
implement the party's correct political line, directives and policies. 


The people at the session first made a serious analysis of the political and 
economic situation since the Third Plenum. Production,from the first harvest 
in the 13 counties and cities of Zhanjiang Prefecture registered some increases 
over the same period of last year, putting the rural areas in a happy mood. 
This was felt by everyone. However, how was the record achieved? The views 
were less than unanimous. Some believe that the good weather was decisive. 
Some others think that it was a result of cracking down on undesirable and 
wicked tendencies. At the reading session, the people applied the weapon 

of considering practice as the only criterion for examining the truth, and 
were engaged in a serious exploration. The conclusion was reached therefrom: 
Without the major decisions of the Third Plenum, there could not have been 
achieved the currently favorable situation. 
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The people at the reading session concluded that an important feature in this 
year's work in the rural areas under the guidance of the decisions of the 
Thir: Plenum is that work has been much better handled in accord with the 
obje: tive laws of economics and the laws of natural process. This is an 
impo tant link in the chain for doing a good job. Working under the prin- 
ciple of distributing rewards according to labor, the rural areas have deter- 
mined their production directions most appropriate for their specific geo- 
graphical conditions, have grasped both money and food production and have 
thoroughly implemented "small freedom in big collectivity." in regard to 
the policy of collective trade in the rural areas, cadres at all levels have 
become less uptight and less worried in carrying out their work. More and 
more cadres have put emphasis on adopting economic methods and striving for 
economic achievements. This has generated great effect on the positive 
attitude for mobilizing the mass of peasants, bringing life to the rural 
economy and promoting economic development. Everyone thinks that this em- 
phasis on handling matters according to the two laws have not been in exist- 
ence for many years. Since the nation was founded, the "horse shoe" situa- 
tion that has occurred many times in Zhanjiang's economic development, was 
due primarily to whether or not the two laws were observed. Whenever the 
laws were observed, the production situation was good. Whenever the laws 
were violated, the economy suffered setbacks. Especially during the time 
when Lin Biao and the "garg of four" were dominating, because of the prob- 
lems arising from the confusion and reversal in the handling of the produc- 
tion forces and production relations and relations between the economic foun- 
dation and the superstructure, extremely serious consequences resulted. In 
the past decade, agriculture has seen unexpected ups and downs, and peasants’ 
income has sometimes increased, and sometimes decreased. During this period 
of time, many comrades who advocated practical economic effect and believed 
in observing the two laws were repudiated. People's thinking was extremely 
confused. Historical experience has made clear to everyone whether or not 
we handle matters according to the two laws would be greatly related to the 
success or failure of economic development. Only under the guidance of 

the directives of the Third Plenum, cadres at all levels can boldly attempt 
to eliminate chaos and make correction and courageously observe well the two 
laws in handling matters. That has made the emergence of the promising 
situation possible, which we have not seen for years. 


The directives and policies made at the Third Plenary Session conform to the 
principles of socialism and meet the interests and desires of the broad 
masses. However, in carrying out these directives and policies, offices in 
some areas are positive and firm, but those in some other areas are hesitant 
and half-hearted. A few have shown the mood to resist, and even become ob- 
Stacles. What do these situations indicate? The comrades who attended the 
reading session felt deeply that these variances in the implementation of the 
directive's of the Third Plenum reveal one truth. Judging from the practice 
of the past 6 munths, areas where the directives have not been resolutely 
implemented generally have the following problems: First, they are incapable 
of distinguishing between primary and secondary goals, or even confuse them. 
As a result, they have experienced uncertainty about the directives of the 
Third Plenum. Second, some individuals are not able to correctly deal with 
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the policies and measures which have been subjected to criticism and proven 
to be correct. As a result, when the Central Committee and the provincial 
party committees restored these policies these individuals’ ideology remains 
unstraightened. Third, these individuals do not differentiate betwecn 
socialism and capitalism. They suspect that there are problems in the direct- 
ives mapped out by the series of correct measures concerning the socialist 
economic system, the promotion of the level of production and tie enrichment 
of the material and cultural life of the masses. Fourth, these individuals 
have been deeply poisoned by the ultra left thought. They look at things 
through colored lenses, or even take the attitude of waiting for upheavals. 
With this ideological approach characterized by not looking at problems from 
a practical perspective, it would be impossible for them to resolutely 
implement the directives of the Third 7lenun. 





The people attending the reading session further felt that in order to correct 
the ideological line, we must first correct the ideological line shown by 

the leadership level. Practice has proven that where the ideological line 

of a county leadership is correct, its implementation of the direct‘ves issued 
by the Third Plenum has been more resolute. The opposite is also true. An 
example is the criticism of the leftist line of Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four." This year, some individuals have shown hesitation and are waiting and 
observing. These people have adversely affected in varying degrees the tho- 
rough implementation of she spirit of the Third Plenum. Why is this the 
case? One important reason is that the leaders in these places have had 
doubts on whether or not they should criticize the extreme left. As a result, 
their attitude is less than clear. The attitude of leaders, in turn, has a 
great impact on that of the basic level cadres. Where the leading cadres 
have not actively criticized the extreme leftist line, the ideology of their 
basic-level cadres has also become obstacles. After reflecting on this prior 
experience by the comrades who attended the reading session, they felt deeply 
about the importance of the ideological line of leading cadres. They were 
determined to participate in the discussion of what criteria to adopt in 
examining the truth, so as to solve this problem.

DIALECTICS ON ‘UNITY OF OPPOSITES'

[Text] This was a controversy of more than 10 years ago. Actually, 
it is not accurate to call it a controversy, for not long after the 
issue was raised and the discussions launched, it turned into a cam- 
paign to criticize and suppress the proposition of “two merging into 
one" and its proponents. The so-called "theoretician" who later be- 
came the adviser to Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and those like 
Chen Boda [7115 0130 6671] were the “heroes” of the campaign. At 
that time, "two merging into one" was criticized as a political con- 
tradiction between the enemy and ourselves. During the Great Cul- 
tural Revolution, the charge became even more serious and alarming. 
Under such an atmosphere, naturally any academic exploration was dif- 
ficult. Originally, the “two merging into one" proposition and the 
arguments advanced by its proponents deserved studying, for they in- 
deed contained certain untenable things, such as the view tnat all 

o» jective things were two merging into one and understanding them was 
one dividing into two, etc. What is the true meaning of "one divid- 
ing into two," the opposite proposition? In what significance and 
range should we employ it? This also requires studying. However, as 
philosopiiical studies were turned into political criticisms, such 
theoretical discussions and debates were not pursued. As a result, 
besides remmbering the political significance attributed to it at 
that time, people unde~stand very little of the philosophical con- 
tents of such propositions as “one dividing into two" or "two merging 
into one." Even among the students of philosophy, seldom did they 
have the courage to study them as philosophy. Therefore, one may say 
that this "controversy" which lumped together academic divergence and 
political struggle, and even the struggle between the enemy and 
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ourselves, has not added many positive thinys to the understanding 
and study of the law of the unity of opposites in the field of philo- 
sophy. 

After smashing the "gang of four," the issue was again raised. It 
was natural for the comrades who had been criticized and deprived of 
the right of speech to come out and clarify the facts and enumerate 
the reasons for proposing "two merging into one." As they did in the 
past, they feel that "two merging into one" and “one dividing into 
two" are both methods of expression of the law of the unity of oppo- 
sites in the Chinese language. Some comrades still disagrze with 
this vie , feeling that only "one dividing into two" is the complete 
expression of the law of the unity of opposites. The lack of unani- 
mity in understanding today is inevitable as there was no full philo- 
sophical discussion in the past, and certain one-sidedness in both 
views was also inevitable. Therefore, it is beneficial to launch the 
discussions anew. Regardless of the viewpoints, as long as we truly 
learn the lessons of history and, instead of resorting to sophistry 
and overpowering, take the attitude of seeking the truth from the 
facts and convincing by reason, the truth will only become clearer 
with the arguments. 


Here, I wish to discuss my views in accordance w. th the spirit of 
emancipating thinking and a hundred schools of thought contending. 

I feel that “one dividing into two" and "two merging into one” each 
expresses certaii\ different characteristics, tendencies or develop- 
ment trends of the law of the unity of opposites, but neither can re- 
place or equate its scientific exposition. Therefore, as vivid il- 
lustrations of certain characteristics, tendencies or trends of the 
law of the unity of opposites, or as popular explanations, the suit- 
able use of “one dividing into two" or "two merging into one," under 
different situations, is satisfactory. However, neither is satisfac- 
tory as a complete and scientific summation or exposition of the fun- 
damental iaw of dialectics, and both must be discarded. As for 
studying the emergence of such propositions in the history of China's 
philosophy and their significance at that time, and their position in 
the ideological development of China's ancient dialectics, it is ano- 
ther matter, and completely proper. The reasons for my view are as 
follows: 


1. The contents of dialectics are extremely abundant, ari our task 
is to study them intensively, not simplifying the various laws. Af- 
ter listing 16 essential factors of dialectics in his "Notes on Phi- 
losophy,"” Lenin said: "One may concisely determine that dialectics 
is the theory of the unity of opposites. One will thus seize the 
core of dialectics." But he immediately supplemented by saying: 
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"But this requires explanation and elaboration." In another ins- 
tance, he said: "The division of an entity into two parts and the 
understanding of the contradictory parts... constitute the /subs- 
tance/ of dialectics." He immediately explained parenthetically that 
they constituted “one of the ‘essences’ of dialectics, one of its 
main characteristics or features, or even its most important charac- 
teristic or feature." The two passages cited indicated that Lenin 
was the first to summarize the essence, core or characteristic of 
dialectics with the "theory of the mity of opposites." His was the 
most concise summation and the most scientific: nroposition. However, 
he was very careful when making such summation. He declared time and 
again that it needed explanation and elaboration, that it was one of 
the essences, characteristics or features of dialectics, etc. The 
reason was that he abhorred the simplification of the rich contents 
of dialectics. Subsequently, Comrade Mao Zedong, based on Lenin's 
thinking, made the following relatively systematic exposition of the 
law of the unity of opposites: "The Marxist philosophy considers the 
law of the unity of opposites the fundamental law of the universe. 
Whether in Nature, the human society or man's thinking, tiis law 
exists universally. The opposites of a contradiction are both uni- 
fied and conflicting, thereby promoting the motion and changes of 
things. Contradictions exist generally, but their essences vary with 
the different essences of the things. In terms of any concrete 
thing, the unity of opposites is conditional, temporary, transitional 
and therefore relative, while their conflict is absolute." When dis- 
cussing the law of the unity ci opposites, Comrade Mao Zedong always 
asked us to study the uniqueness of the contradiction in concrete 
things. One should say that, since Marx, especially after Lenin and 
Comr:.de Mao Zedong, there have been a very complete summation and 
exposition of the core and essence of dialectics, i. e., the law of 
the unity of opposites. Our task today is to study intensively the 
rich and multifaceted contents of the theory. We are very inadequate 
in this respect. 


In the long development history of dialectic thinking, Hegel was the 
first to study its rich contents intensively and carefully and to 
systematize it. However, he packed the valuable treasure of the rich 
dialectic thinking into an idealist frame, and his dialectics was up- 
side down. Classic Marxist writers reformed Hegel's dialectics on 
the materialist foundation and left us many extremely valuable ideo- 
logical assets. Marx's"Das Kapital" is one of the ideological trea- 
sures of dialectics. Besides discussing dialectics in such works as 
"Anti-Duehringism," Engels also wrote large numbers of synopses and 
fragments of natural dialectics. Lenin carefully studied Hegel's 
philosophical work and made abundant notes. However, they did not 
have time to write special systematic treatises on the subject. For 
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this one cannot blame them, because more frequently, they employed 
materialist dialectics to solve momentous theoretical and practical 
issues and often discussed dialectics, but they did not have suffi- 
cient time to pursue the study and exposition of its laws and ranges. 
Comrade Mao Zedong's "On Contradiction" is a systematic study and 
exposition of the law of the unity of opposites, but nor did he com 
plete the task. Therefore, in this respect, much has yet to be done. 
For instance, Comrade Mao Zedong followed Lenin's thinking and di- 
vided contradictions into antagonistic and nonantagonistic ones, re- 
ferring mainly to social contradictions, especially those in a class 
society. Besides such distinction, contradictions, from different 
angles, may also be classified into many different types. The rela- 
tionship of the two sides of some contradictions is one of mutual 
dissipation and enhancing in struggle, often resulting in one side 
overcoming and wiping out the other, in the beginning of a new pro- 
cess upon the conclusion of the old process by the conversion of the 
major aspect of the contradiction, such as the class contradiction, 
the contradiction between the new and the old, etc. The relationship 
of the two sides of other contradictions is one of mutual promotion, 
often resulting in common development and common progress in the 
continuous struggle and conversion of the opposing sides, anc even in 
mutual rapprochement and gradual merging into one, such as the con- 
tradictions between red and expert, between industry and agriculture 
under the socialist syste, and between mental and physical labor. 
With the development of natural science and the advance of society, 
new things and new contradictions emerge in an endless stream. Even 
now we are still unclear on ‘vst how to classify the contradictions 
of such immense varieties. in terms of the development process of 
contradictions, we criticizedDeborlin's erroneous view denying that 
difference is contradiction and denying that contradiction threads 
through the entire process. However, in the process of the emergence, 
development and resolution of a contradiction, the progress from a 
general difference or an embryonic state to the realistic state re- 
quires, after all, conditions. Furthermore, some contradictions pro- 
gress from gradual changes to a violent change before resolution, 
while others do not undergo an apparent stage of sudden change, but 
attain resolution by means of quantitative accumulation and a certain 
number of partial qualitative changes. Large numbers of problems 
such as the stages in the development process of contradictions also 
require our study. As for the various other laws and ranges of dia- 
lectics, though the law of the unity of opposites threads through all 
of them, they possess, after all, their own characteristics which re- 
quire careful study. Generally speaking, since the creation of mate- 
rialist dialectics, its laws, ranges and mutual links have not been 
as carefully and systematically studied as Hegel did with idealist 
dialectics. For many years, our tendency is to apply mechanically 
and relatively simply the law of the unity of opposites, especially 
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the struggle of the opposites, ar’. «<« seldom analyze the conditions 
of the different contradictions and systematize them in forms of con- 
cepts and ranges by seeking the truth from the facts. This is a di- 
rect violation of Comrade Mao Zedong's teaching on analyzing the 
uniqueness of contradictions. Such simplification has opened the 
door wide for empty talk without adequate knowledge and careful study 
and created unfavorable consequences in practical work. The situation 
shows that we must strive to understand, study, explain and develop 
the rich contents of the theory of the unity of opposites, and there 
is no necessity for us to make simple generalizations with such pro- 
positions as “one dividing into two" and "two merging into one." Ac- 
tually, “one dividing into two" is not any more concise than the 
“unity of opposites,” except that it is more popular in wording. 


2. What is more important is that neither “one dividing into two" 
nor “two merging into one" equals to the “unity of opposites," and 
nor can either replace it. The unity of opposites refers to the 
united yet conflicting relationship between the two sides of a con- 
tradiction. While linked and intecdependent, the two sides of a con- 
tradiction are mutually repellen~ and conflicting. The two opposite 
tendencies exist simultaneous’y and thread through the entire con- 
crete process from beginning to end. In terms of the essence of ob- 
jective things, though the mutually opposing tendencies within them 
are the motive force and the source of their development, all objec- 
tive things, when viewed from another angle, are generally linked, 
and the most essential link is primarily that between a thing and its 
“alter ego," i. e., its own opposite. Existence and nonexistence, 
finite and infinite, quantity and quality, phenomenon and essence, 
freedom and inevitability.... Im sum, all things are objectively and 
inevitably linked with their “alter egos," mutually restricting and 
conditioning themselves and taking their opposites as the condition 
for their own heing. In the aspect of understanding, when we come 
into contact with a certain phenomenon or thing, though we, at the 
beginning, often see only a chaotic mass and a general idea, with the 
intensification of understanding, we will gradually discover the 
differences and contradictions within it. Viewed from another angle, 
though we often, at the beginning, see only a certain thing in isola- 
tion or the various aspects unconnected with one another, with the 
intensification of understanding, we will gradually discover their 
mutual links, leading to the unity of opposites. In sum, dialectics 
reveals the opposing parts, tendencies or aspects where metaphysics 
sees only an abstract unity; it points out the links and unity where 
metaphysics sees only one-sided aspects or absolute opposition. Only 
the theory of the unity of opposites can accurately summarize and 
explain the two tendencies of all things and all contradictions and 
the two aspects of man's understanding of things. Neither “one divid- 
ing into two" nor “two merging into one" can completely and accurately 
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express this meaning. "One dividing into two" means one thing divid- 
ing into two, dividing one thiag into two parts or two things. "Two 
merging into one" reverses the process. They serve to sever the ten- 
dencies of “opposition" and “unity.” Is this “taking the words too 
literally?" One must not look at it thus. First, only when there 
are such “words” is such “meaning” engendered. "One dividing into 
two" and “two merging into one" in the Chinese language are not hard 
to understand, and there is no ambiguity. It is very difficult to 
insist arbitrarily that the “meaning”of "one dividing into" or “two 
merging into one" is the unity of opposites, the unity and conflict 
of the two sides of a contradiction. Next, many people, including 
the opponents in the controversy, often interp~2t it precisely thus. 
For instance, in the past, the opponents in the controversy often 
cited the example of insemination and the formation and development 
of the embryo in biology, or the combination of hydrogen and oxygen 
into water and the resolution of water into hydrogen and oxygen in 
chemistry, to prove their own points. However, regardless of the 
example and the proof, they all maintained that one thing divided 
into two things or two things merged into one thing, and not the 
relationship of opposition and unity, or unity and conflict, con- 
tained in the “unity of opposites.” 


Let us discuss one point in passing. The fact that the two contra- 
dictory sides of anything are both united and conflicting, thereby 
promoting the development of the thing, is not completely (/not com- 
pletely,/ not /completely not/) the same as the fact that the same 
thing is composed of two parts or two kinds of material, or that a 
thing splits into two things. In the complex motion and changes of a 
thing, we often see the phenomenon of one thing splitting into two 
things, and of two things merging into one thing. These are the re- 
sults of the contradictory motions of things, and can be called “one 
dividing into two" or “two merging into one," but we cannot say that 
such splitting or merging of two things is necessarily the two sides 
of a contradiction, or prove that “one dividing into two" or “two 
merging into one" is equal to the unity cf opposites. When a stone 
splits into two halves, its inherent contradiction is not necessarily 
the contradiction between the two halves; often there are deeper 
causes. A house is built of bricks and lumber, but the inherent con- 
tradiction in the house not precisely that between tie bricks and the 
lumber. A chemical compound may be formed by combining two elements 
(such as water, which is formed by combining hydrogen and oxygen), but 
it may also be formed by combining three, four, five or even tice 
elements. Their contradictions are often not between the el. sents, 
but the opposing tendency of repellency and attraction between the 
atoms, or the opposing trends between comhination and resolution. It 
shows that to prove that “one dividing into two" or “two merging into 
one" is the unity of opposites by the combination or resolution of 








water is not satisfactory. Furtherwore, when citing the example of 
hydrogen and oxygen combining into water, prople often use this com- 
plex process to prove that it is not a simple “two merging into one. 
Such proof is untenable, because neither combination nor resolution 
is a simple process, and the opponents may also cite the complex pro- 
cess of water resolving into hydrugen and oxgen to prove that it is 
not a simple “one dividing into two." One may discover from such 
disputes that neither “one dividing into two" nor “two merging into 
one" can completely and accurately express the scientific signifi- 
cance of the “unity of opposites.” Even when citing concrete ins- 
tances to prove their points, their proponents often depart from the 
original meaning of the “unity of opposites." 


Even if the above exrlanation truly constitutes a misunderstanding of 
“one dividing into two" or "two merging into one" by taking them too 
literally, then, since there is already the proposition of the unity 
of opposites which is scientific, concise and not subject to too li- 
teral an interpretation, why should it be equated with or replaced by 
“one dividing into two" o> “two merging into one?" 


3. Does it mean that “one dividing into two" and "two merging into 
one" shculd not be used? No. Under a proper situation, for the pur- 
pose of vividly illustrating certain tendencies and characteristics 
of some contradictions or their development trends and resolutions, 
it is perfectly all right to use the proposition cf “one dividing 
into two" or "two merging into one," except that they must not be 
completely equated with the meaning of the “unity of opposites." The 
“one dividing into two" proposition is usually applied in the follow- 
ing two situations: Under one situation, it is to draw attention to 
the two aspects of a contradiction and the method of analyis. When 
we say that we must divide one into two about our own work it means 
that we must see the inadequacies or defe:ts and errors as well as 
the achievements. Under the second situation, it indicates the ten- 
dency toward split or resolution due to the development of the in- 
herent contradiction of a thing. The resolution of water discussed 
ape is one example. Or, take, for instance, a growing mass move- 
ment .~ organization: The development of its internal contradiction 
often lea‘s to a split--one dividing into two. The “two merging into 
one" proposa‘ion is also thus. Some of its proponents often employ 
all kinds of meihods to prove that it is a way of expressing the 
“unity of opposites,” feeling that, since all things are formed by 
combining the two parts of a contradict/on, "two merging into one” 
equals to the unity of opposites. This obviously is inaccurate. Its 
opponents equates it with metaphysics, feeling that it cannot be 
applied under any circumstance. This also is not proper. The "two 
merging into one” proposition is usually applied when it is necessary 
to combine the two sides of a contradiction, or even to bring about 
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their gradual reconciliation in the process of development. For ins- 
tance, we must integrate physical and mental labor and strive to 
create conditions for the gradual elimination of their differences, 
attaining two merging into one. As for the innumerable things, the 
immense varieties of contradictions and the different processes and 
stages in the development of the contradictions, just which proposi- 
tion may be applied under what conditions among the many kinds and 
types of concrete conditions is still difficult to make clear today. 
This brings us back to the issues discussed above: Many different 
types of contridictions indeed exist before us, and the stages, ten- 
éencies and resolutions of such contradictions in their development 
;rocess are aiso of many types and varieties, while we have not yet 
studied them properly. However, no matter what, “one dividing into 
two" or “two merging into one” only indicates the tendency, charac- 
teristic, tendency or resolution of certain contradictions under cer- 
tain situations, and they must not be generalized and considered as a 
general expression of the law of the unity of opposites. Otherwise, 
propositions which are only applicable under certain conditions will 
be haphazardly applied everywhere, leading to confusion. Naturally, 
similar to any proposition or definition, the theory of the unity of 
opposites is sometimes inevitably simplified and applied haphazardly 
everywhere without analyzing the condition of the concrete contradic- 
tion. However, it is mainly a problem of failing to integrate the 
universal law with the concrete condition, and generally the misun- 
derstanding resulting from the “one dividing into two" proposition 
will not occur. 


4. Comrade Mao Zedong never replaced the scientific expression of 
the “iaw of che unity of opposites" with “one dividing into two" or 
equated the two, but only used “one dividing into two" to illustrate 
the analytical method of certain contradictions or the development 
tendency of certain others. As a popular way of expression, “one 
dividing into two" is easily understood by the masses and has indeed 
produced a positive effect in the extensive propaganda of dialectics 
and its mastery and application by the people. However, advantages 
are always accompanied by disadvantages. As we failed to explain 
clearly the accurate meaning and the range of application of the pro- 
position when propagandizing and explaining it, but generalized and 
absolutized it, equated it with the law of the unity of opposites, 
even called it the development of dialectics, and neglected discuss- 
ing the philosophical principles when criticizing “two merging into 
one" with “one dividing into two," lumping philosophy and politics 
together, many people, in their mind, thought that "one dividing into 
two" permitted only dividing but not integrating, only mutual opposi- 
tion but not mutual linking, only conflict but not unity, and only 
split but not combining. One cannot say that theoretical one-sided- 
ness and absolutizing had nothing to do with the subsequent ultra- 
leftwing line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four." One should at 
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least say that it was easily and actually utilized by Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four.” 


Here, an issue of relationship between philosophical concepts and 
range on the one hand and their popular illustrative propaganda on 
the other is involved. To enable the broad cadres and masses to mas- 
ter philosophy, we must, when propagandizing and explaining philoso- 
phical theories, give serious attention to the popularization of the 
philoscphical terminology and use vividly illustrative language fami- 
liar to the Chinese reople to discuss philosophical principles. This 
work is highly necessary. The Marxist philosophy--dialectic mate- 
rialism and historical materialism--is our theoretical foundation, 
and we must; not restrict philosophy within the confines of a few spe- 
cialists. However, we must, at the same time, give attention to the 
relationship between popularization and elevation. A highly abstract 
science, philosophy is basically composed of abstract concepts. Tue 
accurate mastery and application of such concepts require a relative- 
ly lar; amount of academic preparation and a certain ability for 
abstrac thinking. Therefore, those specializing in philosophical 
research and propaganda, at any time, are always few in number. Be- 
sides pr. pagandizing the Marxist philosophy, philosophical workers 
must, in conjunction with reality, critically continue the rich 
heritage in the history of philosophy, study and elucidate the phi- 
losophical thinkings of classic Marxist writers, and summari~ the 
new phenomena in the social progress, the new advances in natural 
science, and the new experiences in the production and class strug- 
gles, in order to promote the development of the science of philoso- 
phy. All such tasks cannot be separated from scientific abstraction 
or from the scientific and accurate application of the various laws, 
ranges and concepts of philosophy. Therefore, we must distinguish 
the scientific exposition of the laws and ranges of philosophy from 
the method of expression in its popular propaganda and vivid illus- 
tration; we must not lump them into one, or substitute the letter for 
the former. When using vividly illustrative language to make popular 
propaganda and exposition, we must explain clearly ‘heir exact mean- 
ing and the range of their application. Even in regard to the cadre 
masses not specializing in philosophical work, we must, in accordance 
with their different levels, gradually enable them to accept more anc 
more scientific expositions on all kinds of philosophical laws and 
gradually raise their ability for abstract thinking. Besides the law 
of the unity of opposites and its popular methods of expression under 
certain situations, such as “one dividing into two," the "two-point 
theory,” the “two-division method," etc., we must also give attention 
to this issue in other aspects. In regard to the relationship be- 
tween politics and economics, for instance, Marxism contains scienti- 
fic summations, such as: economics is the foundation; economics 
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determines politics, while politics reacts on economics; politics is 
the concentrated expression of economics; etc. To stress the reac- 
tion of politics on economics, we often use such illustrative word- 
ings as politics in command. Such wordings are easily understood by 
the masses and have produced a favorable effect in practical work. 
However, they cannot, after all, replace o. equate the scientific 
expositions discussed above. When making propagandistic expositions, 
we must still, in accordance with the Marxist scientific summations, 
explain clearly the exact meanings and the range of application of 
such wordings. Only by so doing will we preserve the scientific qua- 
lity and accuracy of the Marxist principles while popularizing them 
and making them easily understood. 


5. Does it mean that we do not uphold materialist dialectics, Marx- 
ism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought? No. As stated above, dialec- 
tics has a rich content, and Marx, Engels, Lenin and Comrade Mao Ze- 
dong made many important expositions, requiring us to explore and 
elucidate it from all aspects. When doing so, we must first <luci- 
date the ideological system and spi itual essence of their exposi- 
tions on dialectics, while studying and developing them in connection 
with reality, instead of being restricted within certain propositions 
made by them. By so doing, we will be upholding the spirit of mate- 
rialist dialectics, not contradicting it.

They are unknown and yet hardworking 
and practical socialist pioneers. Despite the brutal persecutions by Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four," they have stuck to their posts, or, like 
Comrade Qin Guanshu, brought the seeds of science to the mountainous and 
rural areas of the motherland. We hope our comrades will think for a 

while: If the ability and wisdom of thousands or tens of thousands of good

Our duty is to 
discover, to train, to nurture, to take care of, to protect, to support and 
to promote to higher positions all pioneers and practical workers who ar-« 
dedicated to the Four Modernizations, In “The Feeling of a Wild Goose," 
the portrayal of several leading cadres who cherished and supported Comrade 
Qin Guanshu, though not occupying much space, is vivid enough.

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The Reportage 
[Reportage by Huang Zongying: "The Feeling of a Wild Goose") 


I squeezed into the car for journalists bound for the Great wall. Upon 
arrival, I quickly occupied a vantage point. It was the spring of 1978, a 
spring when plants all over the motherland were beginning to sprout and when 
the National Science Conference was in session in Beijing. 


I saw old but still energetic scientists steadily ascending the flight of 
steps while young playful girls were racing all the way up to the top. I 
turned my eyes to another direction and saw a girl standing below a rampart 
and demurely gazing at a wild goose on its flight to the north. I walked near 
her and asked: "Madam, what are you thinking about?" As soon as these words 
were out of my mouth, I realized my mistake. When she turned around to face 
me, I saw grey hairs on her temples and many fine lines on her face. She 
sized me up through her myopic eyeglasses. Then with a little smile, she 

said: "I was watching the wild goose, which brought my mind back to the 
botanic garden below the Wild Goose Tower." 


"You are...?" 


"I plant wild herbs." 


I see! The girls in the race and the comrade planting herbs are now 
gathered together, and before they had finished eating and exchanging the 
provisions out of their knapsacks, and before they could discuss all they 
wanted to discuss about the past, the present and everything in the world, 
they would have to scatter to different parts of the country. Such is the 
way of mundane affairs! Sometimes, people work together for decades and 
yet seem to be strangers to one another; sometimes, someone you have just 
met seems to be a very old acquaintance. So this woman with grey hairs 
aroused my curiosity. Why? It is hard to tell. Probably because of her 
forthright and easy manner, or perhaps her being ordinary, too ordinary-- 
like the half modern and half indigenous midwives frequently seen in the 
countryside--midwives who, as soon as they finish feeding their pigs, would 
wash their hands and take up their sterilized forceps. I felt that she had 
grown up among the masses and was a plain and practical scientific worker. 
I thought that she might turn out to be the long sought for subject for 

my reportage among some 5,000 representatives of scientific workers I had 
met these days. Ordinary people, after all, form the vast majority, and 

I should write about a typical representative of the ordinary scientific 
workers of this generation. 


Her name was Qin Guanshu, born in 1929 and now an experimental research student 
in Xian Botanic Garden, Shaanxi. After looking at her carefully, I found 

that she looked much older than her age of 49. Yet she seemed to have 

certain fascinations. Her firmly closed mouth, which looked like a horizontal 
line, and her steady glances evinced certain great ambition, high ideal and 
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deep thought. This is the face of an intellectual with a strong professional 
devotion. During the rampage of the “gang of four," “professional devotion" 
was tabooed, because it was “the ideological root of antiparty crimes." 

Thus this facial expression disappeared among intellectuals. However, in the 
National Science Conference held in a new historic age, I was much gratified 
by the sight of so many thinkers who, though strangers to me, seemed to 

have familiar faces. 


I asked her for an appointment. She simply smiled but did not answer. That 
night, when I returned to my hotel, I found under my table lamp a note 
reading: 


Comrade Correspondent: 


Thanks for your support and encouragement. But please do not write anything 
about me. I am in a predicament, and hope you will understand." 


Oin Guanshu, x month x day 


The modesty contained in this note seemed to me a little extraordinary. 
Could there be something special? I decided to get to the bottom of this 
matter. 


I thought that in any case, if I wanted to understand scientists, the best 
way would be to visit the laboratory or the plant nursery. Therefore, I 
decided to make a trip to Shaanxi. 


I succeeded in enlisting the strong support of two deputy delegation leaders 
from Shaanxi, who incidentally were also the vice chairmen of the Provincial 
Scientific and Technological Commission, Comrades Yang Ge [2254 2047] and 
Liu Kang [0491 2123]. When the conference was about over, the leadership 
of the Xian Botanical Garden phoned me and extended its welcome. 


She? 
It was not until several months later before I could go to Xian. 


I did receive a very warm and hearty welcome. The Provincial Scientific and 
Technological Commission worked out the arrangements for the Xian Botanical 
Garden to act as my host. 


It was a majestic and beautiful Xian! Here is the birthplace of talents of 
all ages. This is where the famous Tang poets Li Bai [2621 4101] and Du Fu 
[2629 3940] left heritages which have been cherished throughout all ages; 
where 6,000 years ago, the matriarchal community left behind the elegant 
porcelains before the Banpo [Half Slope] Village; and where stone carvings 
are dated back to the time of the Northern Song Dynasty. There was also the 
Yellow Mansion in which, during the Xian Incident, our respected and beloved 
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Vice Chairman Zhou implemented the party's United Front policy and changed 
the course of history by whipping up an anti-Japanese aggression upsurge; 
and the big Wild Goose Tower where Xuan Zhuang [Tripitaka] kept his Buddhist 
sutra, with the adjoining 300 mu now used ag a botanica! garden...This is 
the place of illustrious relics from all ages. How about now? And the 
future? Can the wild goose tell me: Under its wings, how will the Xian 
Botanical Garden shoulder the important responsibility of “raising the 
scientific and cultural level of the entire Chinese nation"? Why has this 
botanical gard<u, which should be a wide green expanse of land, become so 
desolate? the fences of the garden were newly built; but how many achieve- 
ments was the Garden able to report to the motherland on its scientific 
research? How many talents has it discovered? What contributions has it 
made in the great march of the motherland toward the Four Modernizations? 
How will the Garden realize its long-range plans shown on paper? As a 
common saying goes, “Farming is judged by the appearance of the farmland; 

a dress is judged by its sleeves; and cooking judged by the appearance of 
the kitchen." Now, the trails criss-crossing the botanical garden are 
littered with withered grasses and dry leaves; the plants, which should have 
been carefully assorted according to different categories and sections, ere 
all in confusion; and the low chairs in the laboratory have broken arm rests. 
What does this indicate? 


Well, while munching the tasty and highly spicy almonds trial-produced by 

the Garden and offered by the host, I still had to find fault and sighed. 

I indeed violated the rules of etiquette. Had the host known that, after 
being so warmly welcomed, I would still write about the garden in uncompli- 
mentary terms, he might have given me a handful of raw chestnuts instead of 
spicy almonds. I was disturbed and upset not by the sight of ruins brought 
about by the “gang of four" but by the lack of determination on the part of 
my hosts in making a comeback after the smashing of the “gang of four." Are 
they still waiting? If so, what for? “Extraordinary talents"--Chairman Hua 
had already sounded the clarion for the Four Modernizations. The future of 
our motherland should be undoubtedly more brilliant now than during the 
prosperous Tang Dynasty. Is it possible that the party and the people, armed 
with Marxism, can be no better than thetr forebears? Can we afford to let 
our ancient history outshine ourselves? Above all, can we let our enemy 
rejoice over our misfortune and then caste a contemptuous look at us?! Again, 
how can we bear to let our friends feel sorry, lament and iose hope for us?! 


Now, how have I digressed! 
I began my study. 


Secretary Liang of the Garden told me about Qin Guanshu. He generally 

affirmed her achievements, but also pointed out her shortcomings. Among 

all the cadres I had contacted in the botanical garden, most of them had a 

gocd opinion of her because of her long separation from home and her long, long 
stay in the mountains. Aside from this, their views differed. I was most 
interes\ed in the unfavorable impressions she had produced, namely: 
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That she was separated from the masses, had a hot temper, was arrogant and 
particularly quarrelsome; 


That she was an individualist with a strong ambition for personal fame; 


That she could not take a correct attitudc toward the assistance given her 
by the masses during the Great Cultural Revolution, and, even now, she 
could not forget the injury she had suffered; 


That she originally did not want to come to the mountainous areas and even 
disliked planting wild herbs. She came reluctantly only after repeated 
persuasions by the organization; and so forth. 


All these views completeiy befuddled me, and I began t» regret my own 
mistake: How could I have chosen such a person to write about? 


I then contacted the garden ler ‘ers individually in my research. 


Comrade Liang spoke with good political poise: "Go ahead and write, because 
this will be highly beneficial to (.arade Qin Guansu. It can also help 

me carry out ideological work among the masses. Despite her many shortcomings, 
she is after all only a female comrade, and this should make some difference." 


Eh...I looked at the secretary in astonishment. As a female comrade myself, 
I did not agree that there should be any special consideration for females 
in the selection of advanced elements. Yet, I had already come a long way 
to this place. And how would I report om the result of my trip on my 
return? Had they sent the wrong representative to Beijing or had I made a 
wrong choice of a subject for my reportage? Why had the Luonan County 
Medicinal Herb Company strongly recommended her? 


I now felt that the issue involved is far beyond the scope of my reportage. 
Therefore, I told Comrade Liu Kang of the Provincial Scientific and Technological 
Commission exactly how I felt. After some thought, Comrade Liu Kang said: 

"Of course, I can't force you to write anything. Yet I feel that since you 
are already here, you had better pursue the matter further. If there has been 
any mistake at the lower levels, and if there is bureaucracy in the province, 
you had better have the situation clarified so that we can draw our lessons 
and improve our work. When we have got into a mess, I believe it is unlike 
you to walk away without finding out the cause. Haha, go to Qinling. It 

is the watershed between the south and the north of our motherland. Shangluo 
Prefecture was where Li Zicheng [2621 5261 2052] formerly marshalled his 
forces as well as our old liberated area. It is worth visiting. As long as 
they do not cause too much of a stir and refrain from any eating or drinki-s 
spree, I am quite in favor of authors visiting scenic spots. Famous moun- 
tains, large rivers, the people and the atmosphere there all have a political 
meaning. By all means go for a visit. Whether you will write or not is of 
only secondary importance." 
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The car carrying a amall party of us sped over the top of Qinling. On the 
plateau, wheat had already been harvested and over-cipe persimmons dropped 
on the ground. 


The comrades of the botanical garden guided us in the study of nature, 
pointing to varnish trees here, Chinese pistache there, maple trees here and 
arbones there...The petals of wild roses nodded smilingly at us, and some 
black wild ducks splashed water all around. We drove along narrow sloping 
roads flanked by violet and white patches and then past a flat river bank, 
chatting merrily and in high spirits all the way. I had the feeling that 
these people were not at all hard to get along with. But Qin.... 


When we alighted by the side of the sunning ground of Luonan County Medicinal 
Herb Company of Shangluo Prefecture, the power generating station, which had 
been transformed from the Huangchong [5794 5722] Temple, was just feeding 
electricity to supply light for a nearby small town. I saw Qin Guanshu 
collecting some laundry, including some wool padded jackets. People living 
on the plateau have to wear wool-padded jackets during morning and evening 
even in mid-summer. Qin had got up early in the morning and traveled some 
80 li to the county towa from Heizhangshan [7915 1534 1472] villaye, which 

is 2,000 meters above sea level, to meet me. An on-the-spot meeting was then 
being held in that village on planting balloonflowers [platycodon drandiflorum], 
and after lecturing to a short-term training class, she hurried here to meet 
her new friend. 


The laboratory of the county medical herb company was right in the center. 
Guanshu's room was at the east wing, while the west wing served as our 
temporary quarters. 


After supper, the small county town was unusually quiet. Since both Guanshu 
and I were tired after a long day's travel, I was in no hurry to talk to her. 
I sat on a small stool in her room to wash my feet, and the hot water was 
indeed refreshing. After some desultory talks, I could no longer restrain 
myself. So I began in a round about way, but very seriously, saying: "Now 
that you have attended the National Science Conference, you are in a different 
position. You should pay more attention to relations with the masses...." 


Qin folded up the dried laundry in silence and then time and again pressed 
her hands on it as though she wanted to transform her coarse and patched 
work-dress into a ceremonial jacket newly washed and pressed in a ritzy 
hotel. 


Her silence made me nervous. I stood up and poured the water into the yard, 
thinking: Let her have ideological struggle against herself. I have done 


my duty. 


"Ha ha! Comrade Huang, we . - - ited for you several years!" When I 
arrived in the office of the mmaicinal herb company, Wang, one of the 
responsible persons in the company, cordially poured tea for me. 
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I shook my head and smiled: “People said you people in the mountains are 
always plain and straightforward; yet you know how to be witty. I did not 
decide to come to Shaanxi until a few months ago; how can you say that you 
have waited for years?" Wang said: “I meant exactly what I said. For years, 
we have been expecting some correspondent or writer to come and write some- 
thing good about Qin. I don't know how to write. Even very lively things 
become dead when they come to my pen. I can only read charts. You see--" 
Wang switched on a light and pointed at a map of Luonan County-—-a common 
map we usually see in the offices of various departments of the county party 
committees, the communes and the production brigades. The only difference 
in this one was that it appeared before me like a big square pudding with a 
lot of red dots and circles- 





Wang said: “Historically, Luonan County was the place to produce medicinal 
herbs. Polygala, wrinkled giant hyssop, balloonflower, magnoliavine, 
red-rooted salvia, tuber of pinellia, honeysuckle, dendrobium and so forth 
are growing wild all over the mountain. Since liberation, medicinal herbs 
have been highly regarded, while medical and public health services have 
undergone repeated developments. The shortage of natural medicinal herbs is 
more and more keenly felt. Since 1966, our county has begun to plant wild 
herbs at Kowe. But we lost money every year, and the development was very 
slow. At first, we had a herb farm of 40 mu. By 1970, we had only 226 mu. 
In 1972, we asked the Xian Botanical Garden to send some technicians to help 
us sum up experiences and to guide us in the domestication of wild herbs. 
Qin was among the comrades who came at that time. Since then, the situation 
has rapidly improved. You see, you see--" he said, pointing at the red dots 
on the “red bean pudding": "By 1978, the farm expanded to 16,500 mu, being 
73 times the area of 1970! Also, besides the experimental plots used as 
nurseries, most of the land was reclaimed from the terrains, the slopes, the 
lowland and arid wasteland." 


"Can herb-growing improve the soil and the peojle's living conditions?" 


"Certainly! That is why our company's relation with Qin is not just personal 
friendship. Ccarade Qin was one of our pioneers. She went to places never 
visited before; she could endure the hardship wiich was too much for us; 

and she solved many problems for us too. Thereiore, we all respect and 
admire her." He added solemnly: "More importart still, it has proved the 
Marxist truth that science and technology themselves are productive forces! 
Although it can be said that these 16,500 mu of land came from the picks 

and shovels of the poor and lower-middle peasant: these many little red 
dots here represent Qin's painstaking efforts! I. we did not have scientific 
guidance, not to mention Qin's personal attendance to everything, how could 
we have started such a big job? Before Qin's arrival, every new store we 
set up was a bad investment. One winter, we lost about 20,000 yuan on the 
tubers of elevated gastrodia alone! Now you see...." 


Wang again pointed at t“s charts on the western wall, one showing the 
annual production deve).opment and the other showing a comparison of the 
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annual procurement plan with the annual fulfillment of the procurement plan. 
The arrowhead was rising year after year. I said approvingly: "This year, 
the arrowhead will go through the ceiling!" 


"The procurement quota for medicinal herbs in 1970 was 320,400 yuan. This 
year, it may reach 1 million yuan. This certainly helps solve a national 
problem created by the shortage of medicinal hert>. In past years, the company 
lost money; now the profits handed over to the state have continued to in- 
crease. The various production brigades are now self-supporting in coopera- 
tive medical expenses, and the income from sideline production is also 
increasing every year. This means funds for agricultural mechanization. 
Vice Chairman Liu of the Provincial Scientific and Technological Commission 
was highly pleased at the sight of these charts. She said: This is 
excellent. Your quota is rising almost vertically. Soon this line will 

go through the roof....” 


“Has Comrade Liu Kang been here?" I interjected. 


"Yes! It was in November 1976, when the ‘gang of four’ had just been 
overthrown. She wanted us to sum up our experiences and send a report to 
the provincial authorities!" 


I could imagine that Comrade Liu Kang's visit must have had something to do 
with Qin Cuanshu's presence in the National Science Conference. 


Suddenly, the light went out. 


“We have to let the factories use the electricity now," said Wang. “Well, 

we have traveled a whole day and should rest now." He handed me a flashlight 
and said, while on his way out: "In our county, who does not know our Tutor 
Qin, Comrade Qin and Teacher Qin? Especially in the experimental spots 

directly controlled by the company, old people as well as small children all 
know her. They all said: Tutor Qin has spearated herself from her own children 
and husband and come to share our hardship. She had dark hairs when she got 
here. Now the hairs have turned grey. We can never forget her." 


Under the lamplight in the east wing, several young technicians gathered 
around Tutor Qin to discuss measures to be taken after their return to the 
communes or production brigades and teams or to ask more questions. 


Qin came to my side to light a candle, and then returned to join the young 
people. 


I was tired and had to lie down. When I rested my head on the pillow, I did 
not feel tired at all. 


I could hear the soft voices of Qin and the young people in the east wing... 
Now it was my turn for ideological struggle: What is mass relation? What is 
the criterion to judge whether one's relation with the masses is good or bad? 
How could there be two diametrically opposite views about Qin? 
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Early the next morning, as an old habit of mine, I went out for a stroll. 

It happened to be a market day. When I came to the door of the procurement 
center of the medicinal herb company, I saw a long line of peasants waiting 
to deliver herbs in small quantities. Qin wee among the staff of the company 
examining these herbs. She frequently talked to the workers and the peasants 
about the way to identify genuine medicinal herbs and to differentiate the 
qualities, and about what should be dug and what has been prematurely dug... 
This experimental research worker, and a college gradvate, vas now an expert 
in the herb business, while I myself was so ignorant tha* * did not even 
know what college had such a special course.... 


It was now the day to visit the herb farms. As arranged by the company 
leadership, I was to be shown the good, the average, the poor, the old and 
the new ones. 


We talked all the way in our car. Wang was among the company and told me 
all about the history of each farm we passed by. Qin always looked for the 
technicians of the farms to find out how things were getting on, as soon as 
she got out of the car. Sometimes, she would come to us and say: “This is 
where my first experiment failed," or "This was where I made an exhibition of 
myself when I could not identify any herb soon after my arrival...." 


The Mangling ridge, rising 1,800 meters above sea level, was in sight, and 
we would soon arrive in the Xiedi [6200 1646] Production Brigade of Gucheng 
[0657 1004] Commune. Small houses with tree bark or tiled roofs were 
scattered here and there. We entered the village, and from afar, we heard 
the voices of children, like the chirping of birds, shouting "Auntie Qin...." 


There were the blue sky, white clouds, bushes, trails, stony steps, budding 
honeysuckles and red herbaceous peony in full bloom. A little girl, like 

a pink butterfly, flew down from the mountain top and buried her head in 
Qin's bosom saying: “Auntie Qin, I have dreamed of your coming. Come to 
my house quickly; come to my house quickly." This little girl was also like 
a fawn, rubbing her own body against Qin's, and then pushing and dragging 
her into her house. Then a little boy came to embrace Qin's leg. “Little 
Kangcheng, you have grown taller! Look, you have put your shoes on the 
wrong feet." While speaking, Qin sat on a low stool, embraced the boy, and 
changed his shoes. 


The children's mother had just returned from work. Pouring tea for us with 
one hand, she hurriedly used her other hand to search the cabin for some 
dried persimmons and walnuts. While cooking rice, she kept on prattling 
about how her husband, who was a production brigade cadre, was bullied by 
others and had suffered in the past several months; about her older son's 
girl friend, the teacher of her daughter, her own mother, uncles on both 
her father's and her mother's sides...her other relatives, neighbors and 
almost everything inside and outside her house. She kept on prattling until 
the chief of the herb farm in Xiedi Production Brigade took us to lunch at 
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the farm. She then protested angryily: not eat here? I have already 
cooked the pudding.” The farm chief said: e@ are enough people for two 
tables, my dear lady.” Then the children's mother said: “When Auntie Qin 
is our guest I am willing even to clean up my rice tub!" Qin had to offer 
the excuse that she was really busy that day, and promised to call again. 
She also learned about the mother's illness, and wrote a prescription for 
the mother to get her drugs from the medical post. I never thought that 
Qin could also write prescriptions! 


When we were having lunch in the herb farm, the Little girl hurriedly entered 
like a fluttering butterfly, and whispered to Gin that she had put a small 
basket of steamed pudding on Qin's bedside cabin, for Qin's snack at night. 


Through inspections, visits, discussions and chats, and contacts with many 
people of different stations, I had gained a fairly good idea of the situation. 
My mental picture of Qin became increasingly clear. 


The Xiedi Production Brigade is located on the northern slope of Mangling 
Ridge surrounded by several mountains. All the house and farmland were 
scattered over the slopes and gullies. Every year, the harvest is poor 
despite the huge amount of labor expended. Here both the people and the 
soil were poor. But the mountains are rich, producing no less th a 1,100 
different types of plants known to be of commercial value. Howevr, as the 
saying goes, "It is treasure if you know it; otherwise it is just grass." 
These mountain ridges and slopes have been for ages producing red-rooted 
salvia. The people here did not know that red-rooted salvia is a precious 
herb for treating heart diseases. Whenever these plants were in full 

bloom, only the cowherds cared to pick their violet blossoms to be sucked 
between the lips as though they were "honey cans," while the plants, including 
the barks, were eaten up by animals. The peasants here, although in a 
natural dispensary, had to travel some 50 li to buy drugs from the commune 
in town whenever they got ill. Later, when the county herb company entered 
the mountains to procure herbs, dried red-rooted salvia was sold at 20 cents 
a jin. After three winters and two springs, violet “honey can" gradually 
became rare in the wide green expanse of land, and other herbs too became 
scarce after all the diggings. In 1972, the county herb company, with the 
cooperation of the Xian Botanical Garden, came here to carry out scientific 
planting. The Xian Botanical Garden also dispatched a scientific research 
group to this place, and Qin Guanshu was in this group. Although, by that 
time, she was already “in the ranks of the masses," and in charge of the 
group, her situation was still difficult. At first sight, the poor and 
lower-middle peasants knew that she was “one of those who had to be 

remolded after committing errors." However, these peasants were instinctively 
against the “overall dictatorship" by the “gang of four" and had a criterion 
of their own for judging the result of remolding for the many intellectuals 
in the countryside. 


Qin Guanshu first came to Xiedi Production Brigade and stayed in a decrepit 
temple. She could eat the wild sour vegetables. When she went into the 
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mountain with some steam bread, made of corn, in her posket, she could manage 
to drink no water for a whole day. Yet she neither complained of any hard- 
ship nor blamed anyone for her suffering. Since she could carry on her work 
under such conditions, the poor and lower-middle peasants knew that she 

was good, or one of their own people. 


Qin worked vigorously and conscientio .ly. She left behind a 3-year son and 
a 5-year girl at home to be looked after by her husband. Month after month, 
She toiled in the mountain gullies. She did not wait for the mountain slopes 
to be covered with green grass before entering the mountai.. every year, and 
stayed in the mountains until the grass turned yellow and withered after the 
autumn frost. After digging up the herbs for procurement and planting the 
seeds, she was still unwilling to leave. The local inhabitants were sorry 
for her and often urged her to return to town to see her family. 


"The tuber of elevated gastrodia has magic feet and cannot be confined to 

a pot. It is planted by nature but not by human beings." [So goes a 

common saying]. Before the arrival of the comrades from the Xian Botanical 
Garden, the production brigade Lad already tried to plant this herb. Because 
of their lack of scientific knowledge, this was a bad risk. After the 
arrival of Qin and her group, however, even the children of the production 
brigade knew the relationship between the growths of elevated gastrodia and 
multiple-ring fungi. People had learned to "tie the magic feet." Now, there 
were 160 plants of this kind in the production brigade and each of them 
could yield approximately 1-3 jin. The procurement price for each jin was 
6.5 yuan. In 1977, a single plant yielded 3 jin and 6 liang. The people 
said: ““science is more powerful than magic." 


Qin Guanshu used supersonic waves to help balloonflower seeds sprout sturdily 
and completely. 


She also tried asexual production of red-rooted salvia on a large scale. Now 
the “honey cans" are all over the mountains as well as in the front and 

back yards, always attracting crowds of outterflies and bees. The local 
people said in admiration: "We can exchange basketfuls of one or half a 
jin for tractors for our village." 


The Xiedi Production Brigade started with half a mu of herbaceous peony and 
now tad more than 500 mu of various types of herbs (including )00 mu of 
woody medicinal plants). 


rice 1962 to 1977, the income of the herb farm was 14,000 yuan. The 
brigade's walking tractors, grinders, threshers, cars, sewing machines and 
dynamites...were all bought with money earned by this herb farm. Its 
estimated income in 1978 may reach 10,000 yuan. The herb farm, managed by 
the masses, was called a “bank.” 
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[4 Nov 79, p 3] 


[Text] Although Qin Guanshu did not come to Xiedi Production Brigade so 
often now, the people there still felt that all their success was inseparable 
from the scientific knowledge imparted by their tutors. 


For 2 days, the children always hung around Qin wherever she might go. I 
casually asked these children: "What do you want to be when you grow up?" 
They replied: “We want to be like Auntie Qin!..." So in this mountainous 
area, what Comrade Qin had cultivated was more than medicinal herbs.... 


Since my inspection visits began, I had always had the feeling that Qin was 
trying to evade me. Therefore, I had to pretend to learn about herbs as 
an excuse to be near her. All herbs were at her fingertips. She taught me 
to identify yellow cypress, honeysuckle, clematis...and particularly told 
we about the magnoliavire which is good for quenching thirst, according to 
her personal experience in the wild mountains. So she had tried all the 
wild tastes. 


On one occasion, she pulled a bundle of grasses out of a rock crevice and 
asked if I knew what it was 


Probably it was some medicinal herb. It seemed to be just ordinary grass 
and there was nothing special about it except that it had club-shaped roots. 
The buds had not yet opened, but from the color of the receptacle, I could 
imagine a light purple flower coming out later. So, in a wild guess and 
partly for fun, I said: “Forget-me~not--Oh, God! Forget-me-not!” 


Qin smiled and said: "It would not pull God's shirt-tail or pray for a 
name. Its name is perhaps derived from an ancient scholar in the mountainous 
region called Yuanzhi, meaning small-leaved polygala, commonly called “small 
grass." It takes roots among rock crevices and the roots can be used 
medically as a “stimulant.” According to Western doctors, it is good for 
the central nerve system." Then she became serious and said: "These grasses 
grow all over the mountain and require no artificial planting. However, in 
the past few years, they have become our friends...." 


I knew the meaning of her seriousness: Most intellectuais--the mighty 
contingent cf mental laborers! They are like wild grasses ecattered over 

an area of 9.6 million square kilometers. Under any condition and regardless 
of heavy storm, severe snowing or frosting, the blows of knives or the 
burning flames, they will take root wherever there is earth. 


‘ed Qin Guanshu: “In which college did you study wild medicinal herbs?" 


we ¢ciousness became anger: “I have never studied it." Without even 
tux. ing her head, she went downhill in brisk steps. 


How could I open wide the door of Qin's mind, which is now only ajar? I, 
as a correspondent, fxeit helpless. Qin was like a little wounded animal and 
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very easily felt hurt. Was she aware of what others had told me about her’ 
Was she afraid th2t talking too much to me might spell “rouble? 


On the eve of m departure from Xiedi, Mangling Ridge was enveloped ina 
gorgeous evening haze. The local girls urged me to teil them about our 
life style in the cultural world. I told them several “anecdotes” about 
Premier Zhou's concern for intellectuals. Suddenly, I found Qin's face 
flushed and her eyes sparkliu.g with tears.... 


Inside the small newly built mud house used as a laboratory of the herb 

farm in Xiedi Production Brigade, I heard the rain pattering against the 
window panes. In the glow of a candle light, the two of us recalled ‘he 
dark hours browrht about by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." We talkec 
about “the will of the people” and the 1976 Chingming Festival.... Gradually, 
tne door of her sind opened. 


Before liberation, Qin Guanshu had a hard time because of her many brothers 
and sisters. She left school after completing her second year in high 
school to become an elementary school teacher. 


After liberation, in 1951, she cherished the ideal of transforming the 
deserts and covering the motherland with trees. With “equivalent school 
qualifications,” she passed the entrancz examination of the Northwest 
Academy of Agriculture and became a student of the forestry section. She 
was one of only two female students at that time. Soon after joining the 
college, someone advised her to change her subject because the hardship 
entailed by forestry would be too much for a girl. She replied: "I have 
not even got started; how can you say I cannot bear it*” 


During her early days of study and experiments in college, she became 
gradually interested in the special subject of selection and cultivation of 
poplars. She accordingly carried out more intensive research on this subject. 
Her teachers, schoolmates and comrades and herself chose the plateau in 
northern Shaanxi and the banks of Wei He River as their observation base. 
She rode horses, donkeys and camels across the vast Mongolian grassland ard 
the high Altai Mountain in Xinjiang. She washed her feet in the Extix “iver 
and pitched her tent on the bank of the Burqin River. Liiter, she greduated 
with distinction. In April 1959, she came to Xian Botanical Carde« before 
it was completely built. In 1961, she began her experizents ix introducing 
a fine variety of poplars, and was the leader of a monoyrecuic group for the 
selection of poplar strains. In the botanical garden, vver 100 varieties of 
strains had been collected from all over the country. 


Qin also followed a foreign botanist to as far as Emei and Taibai and as 
near as the banks of Wei He. Later, the foreign botanist received from his 
far-away native country a mail parcel of fine strains selected from various 
countries. The mud coming with the seedlings was soaked with blood shed 
during the resistance against fascism. There were also green mosses 
protecting the vital shoots of people's friendship.... 
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Now came the storm of the Great Cultural Revolution. Because of the inter- 
ferences and sahotage from Lin Biao and the “gang of four," all of Qin's 
key projects soon became major targets of repudiation, and Qin had to step 
aside. In the botanical garden, which was originally full of vitality and 
the symbol of a united and militant collective, comrades-in-arms became 
strangers and assistants became opponents overnight, while mutual learning 
was replaced by mutual attacks. The scientific research units became 
scenes of “attack with reasoning and defense with force." Relations among 
comrades suddenly became tense followed by contradictions. Fighting and 
chaos were incessant. 


Thus most of the nurseries for over 100 poplar seedlings were either destroyed 
or partly used for other crops in the name of “taking grain as the key link.” 
The planting of foreign poplar seedlings and the research projects on poplar 
trees in the botanical garden were all abandoned. 


At a struggle meeting, some people shouted: "Research on poplar seedlings 
is divorced from production and a revisionist subject. Poplars have been 
growing for thousands of years without requiring research. Any peasant can 
plant them." Full of indignation, Qin thought: "Stupid! Why don't you 

say that way back in the Cretaceous period in the late geological time from 
70 million to 100 million years ago, there were already poplar fossils. What 
do you mean by ‘divorced from production'?..." The more they criticized, 
the more furious she became. Since no rebuttal was permitted, she had to 
suppress her feelings. She thought: “Why don't you try to find out how 
many countries in the world are doing the same thing for their national 
economy and people's livelihood and as a means of accumulating wealth!" The 
“suicidal policy" which trampled science underfoot was like a piston 
pounding at her heart until it almost cracked. 


Mother nature has generously offered mankind the erect, unyielding, rapidly 
growing, tall and straight poplars which are of many varieties and grow easily 
in either droughts or flood conditions as shelters against wind and to hold 
together loose sands. Besides changing the climate gradually and on a 

small scale, they can also rapidly produce good timber. If our motherland 

can extensively plant the suitable types according to local conditions, it 
will require an electronic computer to calculate the increase of our annual 
production of timber.... 


The abolition of the research prujects on poplar trees and the scrapping 
of the poplar nurseries were painful blows at Qin Guanshu. She frequently 
strolled among the few remaining imported poplar trees. Because of her 
unyielding nature since infancy, she many times thought of committing 
suicide in order to nourish the poplars with her own blood! The specimens 
collected by her during many years were confiscated, and her note papers 
were all disarranged. In her rage, she bundled up her books and sold them 
by jin. Some remained only to be used for starting fire in her briquette 
stove. One early morning, she pulled out a book to start the fire. The 
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whole book was used and the fire could not be started. So she pulled out 
another book...Suddenly she straightened up, as though her whole body 

caught fire...She looked at that book, stupified...That...Oh...Qin Guanshu, 
who had never shed any tear in the face of repeated repudiations and attacks 
on herself, now held the bock against her bosom and cried aloud. 


That book happened to be “Report on the Problem of Intellectuals" by Comrade 
Zhou Enlai, delivered before a meeting convened by the CCP Central Committee 
to discuss the problem of intellectuals on 14 January 1956, printed and 
presented to her by the CCP General Branch Committee of the Northwest Academy 
of Agriculture. 


The wind transmitted to us the rustling noise of tree leaves. Inside the 
house, the young female workers of the herb farm were snoring peacefully. 

The newly installed supersonic wave instrument and the glass bottles holding 
specimens and the preserving flui~ were reflecting the candle light. The 
candle would soon burn out, and cears were flowing freely.... 


"I firmly believe that the party will not abandon us intellectuals. I 
believe socialism would not discard science and culture...." Guanshu did 
not cry, but shed tears; I did not cry either, but shed tears too...During 
the dark hours brought by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," it is hard to 
tell how many intellectuals and how many Communist Party members engaged in 
science, culture and education had shed tears or even their last drop of 
blood only because of this undying faith. 


"The wind may cause shadows to tremble on the continents and the sun may 
disturb the hydrology of the rivers." However, no force on earth can ever 
stop the march of science and culture. 


"Yuanzhi, or, Yuanzhi! Scholars--intellectuals of our age! As long as our 
professional knowledge is useful to the motherland, the people and the 
party; and can contribute to the happiness of the world and the beautiful 
ideals of mankind, then no matter how painstaking will be our work, how 
severe may be our mental torture, and how bitter may be our suffering, we 
are only eating some mysterious fruit which will eventually produce sweet- 
ness! 


After a long silence, I asked her again: "Is it true that you were unwilling 
to plant herbs at first?" She answered promptly: "Certainly! What reason 
did they have for abolishing the poplar projects? Furthermore, I had never 
learned about herbs. The domestication of wild herbs was supposed to be a 
militant task, according to instructions from higher euthorities. Just in 
case I should fail, how could I bear the label "class revenge"? So I 
refused!" 


"Then how did you change your mind?" 


She shook her head helplessly and said: “Oh, when I was locked up, my 
heart became dead. After being released, I could not get any work even though 
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I was able co work. I could not bear this kind of punishment. Some people 
said that every cell of mine was black and that all college students of the 
17 years specialized in undermining socialiam. I simply warted to prove to 
them through practice that I could repair the wall of socislism. I could 
not be harsh to the people and the party simply because I nad been wronged. 
Could I possibly go to college were it not for the party? People need 
medicine, so I refused to believe that I couldn't learn...." 


After a while, I asked: "People said you have a bad temper. Tell me the 
cause of your most violent temper so far." 


She immediately got up from under her quilt and sat on the bed, saying: 
“That was when someone wanted to fell my poplar. That poplar was among the 
few remaining imported poplars which is very rare! On one occasion, when 

I returned to Xian from the mountains, I found that a person was about to 
saw my tree. I immediately stood before the tree and shouted: Why saw my 
tree? Anyone who dares to saw it has to saw me first!" 


The candlw had all burned out and the room became dark. 


Outside the house, the rain had stopped, and I did not know since when. 
The moon gradually appeared and sent its rays through the foliage. There 
was the shadow of Comrade Qin Guanshu's erect bust caste by the moonlight. 
Then came her voice: 


"At that time, somebody gave me this advice: ‘Since you have given up 
research on poplars for a long time, this should not concern you anymore. 
Why should you offend people!' Well, this was not my personal matter at 
all. It was not easy for the seedlings to take roots and grow up on our 
soil. They represented the scientific achievements of our motherland. So, 
nobody has the right to destroy it!" 


Through the window, I had a distant view of the mountain cliffs. I recalled 
that when I entered the mountain, I passed by the scenic spot of Luonan-- 

the place where Cang Jie [0221 7327] invented words, according to the 
"Mountain-Sea Classics." There is a legend that when Cang Jie was sent by 
the emperor on an inspection tour to the south, he was ascending this moun- 
tain when a sacred tortoise appeared out of the water with a picture on its 
back. This, according to the legend, gave Cang Jie the inspiration to 

invent words beginning with the six categories of Chinese characters 
consisting of 28 big characters. This was a big event! Dragons moaned 

and ghosts cried, because, the legend continues, if there were words, 

people would be able to write and divulge God's secret. Therefore, they 
poured oil into the fire which lay bare the mountains and cracked the rocks... 
Now, when I passed through this mountain, I saw only a charred coating on 

the rocks. People have already i.:d a language which is continuing to 

develop along with science and culture. Yet it is ironical that after so 
many ages, and such a long evolution, there are still monsters afraid of 
people's ability to read and people's culture! Lin Biao and the “gang of four" 
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were in such a frenzy that they ordered the “burning of books and burying 
of scholars alive" in a bid to eliminate the essence of our culture, built 
up over 5,000 years, with one stroke and to stop the spread of fine world 
culture beyond the threshold of our country. When they caught a distant 
glimpse of the Four Modernizations, they were like ghosts at the sight of 
a hale, and hastily brought all their influence to bear on them. They 
thought they had a monopoly on state affairs and state secrets. Writing 
gang documents and broadcasting gang messages, they swept away or smashed 
everything in the path in their “defense with force and attack with 
reasoning." Yet what they have left behind is only a charred coating and a 
lot of nonsense. This is indeed a weird sight of mankind in the world of 
the 1970's. What a sad situation!

On my trip back to Xian, I saw only mountin peaks, wild ridges, waterways, 
river banks and white poplars lining both sides of the road for hundreds 

of li. Some of these trees were newly planted and others had grown to full 
size...Among the trees of various types on the slopes, the gullies and 
everywhere, I could hardly recognize any other than poplars. Qin's words 
still rang in my ears: “If the strains were planted everywhere...." 





I asked Secretary Liang: “Why was Qin's research project on poplars 
abolished?" Although I knew Liang had not then come to the botanical 
garden and was in fact being criticized and attacked as a “capitalist,” 
yet he was able to answer: "The garden transferred the project to the 
Forestry Research Institute.” 


"I remember that Qin was forced to come to the botanical garden. Does 

that mean she had to do what she had not been trained for?" I knew that 
Liang had been a student of agriculture and therefore knew how to provide 
professional leadership. "We can't say that." He replied. "Like a good 
actor, she should be able to play one role today and another role tomorrow." 
I shook my head. Although I did not know how minutely botany was classified, 
yet a tall tree could not be the same as herbs except in the sense that 

they were both plants depending on photosynthesis to produce chorophyll. 

I said: "She had spent 4 years in college and 6 years in practical work 

all on poplars. If she had to give up poplars all of a sudden and turn to 
herbs, this is certainly a change of profession, as far as research is 
concerne’. Suppose she was a movie or drama actress and you force her to 
become an opera actress; she certainly could not play her part well, no 
matter how much pressure you might apply." 


Secretary Liang explained: "The change of subject for research as required 
for production is quite usual for a botanical garden." "Then why couldn't 
Qin be transferred to the forestry research institute?" Liang hastily 
relied: "Yo ho, you aren't going to destroy me?" I laughed and said: 
"Now I think she wouldn't give up her herbs even though you forced her to.” 
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"Felling the poplar?" “yes, did Qin raise quite a fuss over this matter?" 
"She had quite a temper! She was unforgiving and quarrelsome." 


"Was her action justified?" “Sometimes it was, but her method was not 
correct. On one occasion, some people built a scaffolding among a group 

of poplars, and she raised a big fuss saying that the smoke would hurt the 
trees. We held a meeting and the scaffolding was later moved to another 
location." True, Qin had told me that the secretary had to hold an emergency 
meeting. 


I asked again: “How about the felling of the poplar?" 


“It was only rational felling." He replied. "Trees growing up to a certain 
age will generally change color at the core. Sometimes, they become too 
dense, and rational felling is necessary." 


“Rational felling?" I said nothing more. If rational felling was necessary, 
she had no cause for complaint. 


I once asked some comrade: “What do you think of Qin's research on the 
domestication of wild herbs in Luonan mountains?" Answer: “She could bear 
the hardship and surely studied hard. But the achievements were not all 
hers. Strictly speaking, it was not exactly scientific research, because 
Other places have had the same result. Even the peasants can do it unaided. 


“What about the treatment of seeds with supersonic waves? Can it be called 
a scientific achievement?" I thought of my comparison of Qin's closely 
written notes with the results of experiments written on the cards and the 
printed experiment data signed by the "Scientific Research Group of Xian 
Botanical Garden." The answer was: "This is a very general method of seed 
treatment, and cannot be called a scientific achievement. Furthermore, 

no negative tests have been conducted." 


I asked some backbone element: "Let us go back to the past. Was the 
repudiation of Qin Guanshu justified? Was the attack on her excessive?" 


Answer: “People in the garden were quite civilized. Nobody ever hit her 
physically. She only had to wear a white armband, to be kept separated from 
others, and to do some manual labor. It was a mass movement, you know. She 
should take a correct attitude." 


"How should you implement the policy on such a comrade?" 


He was surprised by my question, and said: “There is no question of 
implementing any policy as far as she is concerned. As you know, she has 
been to Beijing to attend a conference! We have wot treated hers as a 
special case or specified its nature. Nor have we included anything 
derogatory in her personal file. On the other hand, she was not exactly 
faultless. She...." 
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I also contacted a coxz:ade who was in charge of special cases in the 
botanical garden and asked: “Did Qin come from a landlord family after all?" 


He replied very seriously: "The policy on class background is quite clear- 
cut. When she entered the college, the form supplied by her village contained 
these words: Family background: Landlord." 


"Qin entered college in 1951. Was this the conclusion after the Land Reform?" 


"I was transferred away during that movement. Anyway, she had a landlord 
family background, and there is no doubt about it.” 


"Why did Qin say the government had not labeled her father as a landlord?" 
"People always try to defend themselves." He said. 
"People always try to defend themselves." I said. 


Well, in botany, there cannot be two leaves with identical veins. Yet, 

for human beings, there is an approved unified official form with sufficient 
space in the family background column for only three to five words. How 
can these few words express the situation in Chinese society which has been 
so complicated for a long time? Well, family background should be no 
serious problem. Chairman Mao has said: "Class or family origin is taken 
into consideration, but it is not the sole, decisive factor. The emphasis 
is on a person's political stand." But since when has class origin, which 
is nobody's choice, been able to seal a person's fate?! 


I also checked with another backbone element: "Throughout all these years, 
I think the leadership of Xian Botanical Garden has supported Qin's work 
in Luonan. Am I right?" 


Answer: "Not enough support. However, since it was a key research project 
of the Garden, they, generally speaking...supported it." 


"Then, why were those around her, the leader of the group, always changing? 
Her collaborators and assistants were quite unstable." 


"Qin has a bad temper. Furthermore, her work style was not orthodox. She 
was quite good to a young technician. However, she...oh..." I asked: 

“How old was he?" Answer: “Twenty-five or 26." My heart sank for a while. 
Then I asked: “Why?!..." Answer: She wanted to introduce him to her 
daughter as a boy friend. Now, it is 80 percent suire that he will become 
her son-in-law." 


I was astonished, and said: "Then what? Then what?" 


Finally, I came to Liang and asked: “Tell me if I should write my reportage 
on Qin after all." 
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"Go ahead and write. Why not?" 


“So many cadres and workers in your garden dislike her. Will my reportage 
produce any bad effect?" 


“Never mind. We do the organizational work." 


True. I have also asked some people: “Did you agree to the choice of Qin 
Guanshu to attend the National Science Conference?" 


Some said “Yes" while others said: "Since she has already attended the 
conference, we have been represented anyway. But we don't think she is a 
standard-bearer we should learn from!" 


“What should I write about her?" I was not sure if I was asking myself or 
the secretary. 


“Comrade Huang, this is implementation of a policy! Chairman Hua and the 
Party Central Committee are striving for scientific research, unity with 
all forces that can be united with and the mobilization of positive factors! 
Don't you know that?"

Another Sunday came. To people engaged in creative work, the days of rest 
and holidays arranged by God or by laws do not make much difference. When 
I sized up the situation, so many questions loomed up in my mind! 


I managed to quiet myself down to read some books on plant biology and 
carefully wrote these notes: 


Cellulose molecules play an important role on plants, because, if there is 
no cellulose, plants will become as soft as rubber. They began with the 
action of photosynthesis from the sun. Like Qin under the sunlight of the 
party...(Oh, how can I compare Qin with plants?). 


I continued to read: The elements on which plants’ growth and maturity 
depend are: Carbonium, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium, 
calcium, magnesium, sulphur, iron, manganese, copper, zinc, molybdanium and 
borium. There must be at least 15 elements. Yet some people only know 
about giving plants "223," "666" and "DDV" and spray insecticide every day. 
This is terrible. (Don't let my thoughts rum wild....) A plant short of 
a certain element will suffer certain disease. Which element is Comrade 
Qin Guanshu short of? Why have her hairs prematurely turned grey? Why has 
her personality changed? While in school, she was fond of singing, playing 
ball and romping...(Oh, I have to think of her again.) 


I continued to read--Free water: Not restricted by the colloid inside the 
plant cells. Restricted water is the reverse. Strongly heat-resistant, 
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drought-resistant and cold-resistant plants contain relatively more restricted 
water. Qin has relatively more restricted water...(What a mess. Qin can 
never get out of my notes on plant biology!) 


True, it is true! In 3 years, it can be used only as firewood; in 5 years, 
as roof beams; in 7 years, as prop timbers in mine shafts; in 10 years, as 
a pillar. Comrade Qin, you are now a tall straight poplar with luxuriant 
foliage. You are: 


Like a poplar sapling which will grow on contact with soil; 
Learning from salvia because it has red roots; 

Like balloonflowers all over the mountain, and 

Thinking of polygala who is grateful for the spring sun. 


Suddenly Liu Kang appeared. He said: “Today is Sunday and yet you bury 
yourself among books! Come to my house. Working or talking about work 
is not allowed today. Before saying any more, she pulled me away. 


We cracked melon seeds, drank tea, and chatted about this and that. We 

talked and talked, until we stopped cracking melon seeds and forgot about 

the tea. Again, I brought up the matter of Qin. When I said "Qin stood 

before the poplar and shouted “Anyone who dares to saw it has to saw me 
first,’ Comrade Liu Kang stood up and said: “Bravo! It is really good to 
have such a fine female cadre! At first, we did not know enough about her...." 
I felt that she knew Qin well enough; or, under such circumstances, how 

could Qin have gone to Beijing to attend the Conference? However, Comrade 

Liu Kang did not mention about her going to the mountainous areas. 


I said: “Someone told me that that tree ought to be felled, because it was 
rational felling." 


"Eh?...1 think the only authority in the poplar nurseries to say whether 
or not it had to be felled should be Qin Guanshu herself!" 


“There are so many contradictions. I hope to formally report them to the 
Provincial Scientific and Technological Commission." 


"You had better discuss this with Comrade Yang Ge there. I will arrange an 
appointment," said Liu Kang. 


As soon as she saw me, Comrade Yang Ge said: "About the felling of the 
poplar, it could not have been rational felling. At that time, the botanical 
garden leadership decided on felling some trees with big trucks mainly for 
the purpose of building houses. That was why Qin Guanshu was so mad. Liang 
too agreed with her. This showed her strong militant spirit." 


I asked Comrade Yang Ge: “Can I ask the Provincial Scientific and Technological 


Commission to investigate and verify something? Suppose the question of 
Comrade Qin Guanshu's landlord class origin...." 
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Comrade Yang Ge said: “Even though she is of landlord class origin, there 
is no reason why you can't write about her. If the brand of landlord class 
is 1. ~oved in the three great revolutionary movements, it can only show the 
great u.cht of the party!" 


I said: "A few years before liberation, the main source of her family's 
income was school teaching by her father and herself. The amount from 
exploitation through land was less than one-third of their total income. 
Soon after liberation, her father was the director of the prefectural 
forestry bureau, the chairman of the local chapter of the People's Political 
Consultative Committee and a technical cadre. Of course, the past history 
of old intellectuals may be complicated. Yet, after so many movements, 
things should have been clarified. Furthermore, her mother was a slave of 
Zhuang nationality, as proved by the title deed, and her younger brother 
and sister, who are only 1 or 2 years younger than Qir Guanshu, were both 
workers. Then how can she have a landlord class origin? During the Great 
Cultural Revolution, her father was ‘swept out of doos' and sent back to 
his native village despite his serious illness. Qin Guanshu took him back 
to town and he died in her home--and this constituted her crime as the 
“loyal posterity of the landlord class." 


Comrade Yang Ge remained silent for a while, and then said: “Comrade 
Zongying, you have personally heard what the poor and lower-middle peasants 
and the basic level cadres said about her; and you have personally witnessed 
how hard she worked in the mountains. Why should you still hesitate? We 
will help you investigate the question of her class origin and see how 
things will turn out. Do you still have lingering fear?" 


"I will write about her even though her father was a war criminal! But I 
want to have things clarified, because this is the basic requirement for 
reportage. Among Qin Guanshu's family members, seven of them have been 
engaged in forestry, namely, her father, her two younger brothers and their 
wives and her husband, besides herself--. Her husband was among the first 
group to carry out aerial afforestation in your Yulin Prefecture which 
turned out to be quite a success. She and her husband studied in the same 
department in college, and got married on the eve of their graduation when 
each of them made a new wool padded jacket for the occasion. Professionally, 
her husband is superior. Yet why does he endure every hardship without a 
word of complaint? He is now serving as both father and mother, coping with 
his unfamiliar chores in the kitchen and trying hard to find out why the 
children do not eat the sour steam bread and the coarse noodles! Working 
for forestry, suffering hardship...landlord...loyal posterity...the whole 
family is insane. This is now already a socialist society, and yet they 

are so ambitious. Do they really want to dominate the barren mountains and 
big deserts of the motherland? Do they want to be ‘masters of the forest'?!" 
I did not know what I was mad at, because I talked so loud. Fortunately, 
Comrade Yang Ge did not mind. She smiled and said: “Write, go ahead to 
write. We support you. Don't be afraid." 
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I am no coward, but not brave either. I only speak for the society with my 
pen. I wanted to do my beat to get the whole picture of an individual so 

that I could grasp the hasic essence. Of course, Qin Guanshu -<annot be 
faultless. But can you find many persons whose world outloo! aas been 
completely remolded? An individual's merits and shortcomings are like the 

two sides of a mirror. The merits which contribute to a person's achievements 
today usually turn out to be the cause of his later mistakes. Whether a 
person is good or bad should not be decided by the extent of his achievements 
or mistakes. It is only his personal quality that counts. Yet the situa- 
tion surrounding Qin Guanshu was not clear at all.... 


During the Great Cultural Revolution, I came to know many people (including 
myself), and at the same time, there were many things about people that I 
did not know. At the mention of a certain person, people would say, “Oh 
yes--I know." Did they really know each other? No. “It is so written in 
the big-character posters...." "It is so published in the tabloids...." 
There are many special cases not yet considered as being special, many 
materials which have not been filed, and many problems about class origin, 
family background and so forth still left pending. Yet they have been 
broadcast in all directions and have left behind indelible imprints. The 
comrades in Xian Botanical Garden originally had no personal prejudice or 
grudge against Qin Guanshu. Thus the root cause of such a situation and 
the arch criminals for these f£.tal internal injuries could only be the 
diabolic "gang of four"! The “gang of four" forced people to wear the 
eyeglasses of metaphysics so that within the revolutionary ranks and among 
the comrades themselves, people watched one another. “Looking at big 
things through peepholes and measuring sea water with a dipper,” they could 
see only others’ blemishes and faults--exaggerated out of proportion, 
distorted or simply created out of the void...The "gang of four” invented 
many new instruments of punishment such as mental shacitles beaing a faked 
"Marxist-Le..inist" hallmark, mental chains bearing the words “overall 
dictatorship.” Let me call on all good peopl»: to wake up and un‘te. 


In fact, this reportage could have been written .. a time when the wild 

geese flew in from the north. However, I had to ponder over this matter 

time and again, and found it difficult to take up my pen. Should I write 
about the contradictions? If I did, what effect would it produce? At present, 
policies are being vigorously implemented throughout the country, and would 

it be already toc late if I send in my manuscript now? Is it still necessary? 
Qin, after all, was a representative at the National Science Conference, 

and should be a better subject matter than the problems of policy implementa- 
tion on numerous intellectuals who are working quietly. As a typical case 

in the general sense, this is in fact already behind time and unnece jsary. 
Then this is a cause for rejoicing. In my wild reflections, I seemed to be 
dreaming. In the dream, I saw: 


A big wild goose flew past my window and then circled around. Then a number 
of them formed a semicircle before my desk, reading and discussing uy 
manuscript. I heard the first wild goose speaking in a low male voice: 

"Eh, this is quite common, quite common. In our flights between the south 
and the north, we have seen a lot of such things, a lot of such things!" 
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The wild geese immediately diacussed among themselves in different voices: 
“Quick--research, research." "“Quick--research, research." 


Then they carried away my manuscript in their beaks. They flew in an 
inversed V-shape formation far, far away....

to gradually change the structure of leading bodies and the

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of state affairs; (3) How to sum up the experiences of 
party organizations, leading organs and leading cadres 

in discovering, protecting, training and the rational use 
of talents; (4) How to strengthen and improve logistic 
support, provide better and realistic working conditions 
for intellectuals, implement the policy “to each according 
to his work,” and gradually solve the problems of their 
remunerations and other benefits as permitted by the 
present relatively difficult material conditions; and 

(5) How to improve the system and methods of party 
leadership over scientific, educational-cultural and other 
organizations, so that party leadership can play a more 
effective role in the development of the professionals. This 
discussion should be conducted along with making up the 
missed lesson on practice as the criterion of truth, 
emancipating the mind, summing up experiences and the 
pursuit of knowledge. In conducting the discussion, ve 
Should lay out facts, reason things out, and permit 
dissenting views. We welcome articles from the public 

as contributions to this discussion based on realities.

At the 
sight of her, children buried their heads in her bosom and their mother 
talked a lot about her relatives, neighbors and everything inside and outside 
her house before her. Yet some people still said that she was “separated 
from the masses and full of arrogance." Is not this a label? 


When Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were on the rampage and intellectuals 


brutally persecuted, Qin Guanshu firmly believed that the party would not 
abandon our intellectuals. When someone forced her to leave her beloved 
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profession and to plant herbs in the mountain gullies, what she thought 

was: “The people need medicine.“ She studied and worked hard, and made 
great contributions. Yet some people said that she “after all, could not 
draw a clear demarcation between herself and her reactionary family." Is not 
this a pair of manacles? 


Although all the criticisms and persecutions against her were obviously 
wrong, people still refused to admit it. They also refused to recognize her 
achievements in scientific research. She introduced a boy friend to her 
daughter and for this, she was criticized as “having an unorthodox work 
style" as though the daughter of an orthodox person must have to become an 
old maid. Is not this a kind of pressure? 


The above mentioned rope, labor, manacles and pressure mean prejudice 
against Qin Guanshu and against intellectuals. Now is the time to wipe out 
this prejudice. People need intellectuals like Qin Guanshu. Modernization 
demands the complete liberation of intellectuals like Qin Guanshu!

LANZHOU AIR FORCE PARTY COMMITTEE CONDEMNS POWER ABUSE 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 30 Jul 79 p 4 


[Report by XINHUA correspondent Zheng Yingsheng [6774 4481 3932] and 
XINHUA reporter Zhang Yi [1728 5065]: “Lanzhou AF Party Committee Deals 
Severely With Case of Deputy Director of the Political Department Who 
Exercised Special Privilege, Thus Educating Leading Cadres at All Levels 
To Take the Lead in Upholding Party Regulations and Laws"] 


[Text] Lanzhou, 29 Jul (XINHUA)--Recently, the Lanzhou PLAAF party 
committee dealt severely with the case of a deputy director of the political 
department who used his power of office to effect a work transfer for his 
son who had committed mistakes, thus educating the leading cadres at all 
levels to take the lead in upholding party regulations and laws. 


On 19 March of this year, JIEFANGJUN BAO published a reader's letter which 
criticized a deputy director of the Lanzhou AF Political Department for 

his wrongful act of exercising special privilege. The son of this deputy 
director was the chief mechanic of the ground crew in the 3d Squadron of a 
certain Lanzhou AF unit. From August to October of last year, he was 
responsible for six or seven mistakes in aircraft engine maintenance, which 
even led to breakdowns which he did not report to the squadron. Nor did 

he lead the crew to inspect and fix the breakdowns. He had no regard for 
organizational discipline and often left his unit without authorization. 
The squadron criticized him many times without result. In order to maintain 
discipline and safeguard flight safety, the air regiment party committee 
decided to suspend him on 7 November 1978. Relying on his father's posi- 
tion, he refused to be examined. When the air battalion political committee 
summoned him for a talk, he threatened: "I am not going to talk. If you 
really want me to talk I will telephone my family.” When his father was 
informed of this situation. He instigated his wife to quest‘on the unit by 
telephone instead of telling his son to examine himself and correct his 
mistakes. His son is a probationary party member. When the squadron party 
branch was about to discuss his son's conduct during the probationary period, 
his father took advantage of the power of his office and incited a leading 
comrade of the cadre department to order his son's transfer to a military 
factory as a military representative. The comrades were very angry at this, 
and revealed it to JIEFANGJUN BAO and asked the higher authorities to deal 
with it severely. 
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The PLAAF party committee and Lanzhou AF party committee paid great atten- 
tion to this matter and immediately organized an investigation team to 

look into it. The team confirmed that what the masses had reported was 
true. This deputy director's conduct was entirely in violation of the 
organizational principles of the party, ruined the party's excellent 
tradition, and damaged the prestige of political organizations. It was a 
reflection of the “special privilege” mentality with regard to children, 

and must be severely dealt with. On 31 May, the Lanzhou AF Political 
Department rescinded its erroneous order transferring the son to a military 
factory. As a result, the son was transferred back to his original squadron. 
With the enthusiastic help of the leadership and the comrades, the son 
examined his mistakes. At the same time, this deputy director also returned 
to his organization from the place where he was recuperating from an illness. 
After severe criticism and help from the party committee of the military 
units, he examined his own mistakes at a meeting attended by all party 
members and cadres of the department and indicates that he would certainly 
correct his mistakes by concrete action from now on. 


Lanzhou AF party committee was of the opinion that although this incident 
involved only an individual leading cadres, it deserved serious attention 
because it reflected the “special privilege" mentality. The special 
privileges exercised by certain leading cadres had already become an acute 
problem affecting the morale of the military units and damaging the 
relationship between the cadres and the masses. The party committee decided 
to launch criticism and self-criticism on the basis of the article "On 
Certain Standards for Inner-Party Political Life" and on the basis of the 
"Five Promotions and Five Oppositions™ concerning party work style issued 
by the AF party committee, relating tothe practice of the standing committee 
members of the party committee. They earnestly listened to the opinions of 
the cadres and fighters of the organizations, and invited delegates from 
various departments to the standing committee to criticize certain leading 
comrades by name. The standing committee members of the party committee 
used the mistake of this deputy director as a lesson. Others severely 
examined their incorrect working style, over these years, of thinking about 
their own interests more than about the interests of the masses. They 
held that “it was good that the alarm bell sounded." Some were deeply 
touched, saying: "The masses regard us as the soldiers leading the new 
Long March, but we have done things which isolated us from the masses. 

How can we expect the masses to follow us with one mind and one heart in 
carrying out the Four Modernizations!" The unanimous conclusion was that 
special privileges must be conquered and the unhealthy tendency stopped. 
Everybody should start doing thi. now, first of all, in his own practice. 


On the basis of unified thinking, the standing committee of the party 
committee organized comrades concerned (including those comrades who offered 
critical opinions) into three reorganization teams to investigate and 

study each of the over 200 suggestions offered Sy the masses, and adopted 

41 reorganizational measures under 12 headings and in 3 aspects for improving 
the political life of party committee members, preventing the use of special 
privileges and showing concern for the life of the masses.

THINGS SUBJECTED TO CRITICISM MUST BE TESTED ON BASIS OF PRACTICE

Undergone Criticism Must Also Be Tested on the Basis of Practice") 


[Text] At the supplementary lesson for the discussion of the standards of 
truth, some comrades proposed this kind of a question: Should all things 
that have been subjected to criticism be negated or can the fact that some- 
thing has or has not been subjected to criticism serve as the standard for 
juiiging whether it is the truth? To this question I would like to relate 
the experience of our regiment and talk about some understanding which we 
have reached. 


Our reg.ment is an old regiment that had some combat victories during the 
war years. Our elders fought and struggled for a long time and have 
accumulated rich combat experience and effective management methods. After 
liberation, we carried forward the revolutionary cause and forged ahead 
into the future to grasp training and management education tightly. The 
military discipline and caliber of our troops were heightened. Especially 
in 1964, we responded to the call of the Military Commission and rapidly 
launched the massive training programs among our troops. At the time the 
spirit of the troops was high and their behavior was good, their combat 
strength was strong. Some companies, platoons and squads even won good 
marks in the infantry platoon or squad martial arts competition held through- 
out the armed forces. 


But soon afterwards, Lin Biao's so'called “bringing out the five principles 

of politics" was issued. The great and massive troop training movement was 
harshly suppressed by the big cap of "capitalist class military line." Many 
training cadres were criticized as possessing “simplistic military views;" 

many good comrades who were honored as "flying legs," "extraordinary marksme::," 
“extraordinary artillery men" were criticized as "black models." Even worse 
was that whoever did not engage in "climbing the slopes ideologically" along 
with "the revolution breaking out from the deep parts of the soul" and wh ever 
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did not engage in bragging was labeled as "disloyal" and “not upholding the 
revolution." The result was that the more such criticism was carried out the 
unity of the troops dwindled more and more, the more undisciplined the troops 
became, the weaker the combat strength became and some progressive platoons 
became backward and some model persons even followed the path of criminal 
activity. Watching all of this, we became anxious but because such criticism 
filled all the documents of the higher authorities and the papers, we could 
only secretly engage in a little training with our hands tied and feet tied 
for fear of being criticized again. Later, Lin Biao finally collapsed. But 
the “gang of four" continued to make trouble. They wanted people to criticize 
legalism and Confucianism at one point and then suddenly they wanted people 
to criticize "the Water Margir," and criticize the "capitulators." Problems 
within the troops piled up. 


After crushing the "gang of four,” the Central Military Commission renewed 
the order to the troops to rectify and to prepare for war. Since then, we 
have closely united the actual situation and severely criticized the extreme 
leftist line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and bravely uprooted the 
chaotic and reversed the verdict and went all out to grasp training. It 

has only been 3 years and the appearance of the troops is entirely new. In 
the several competitions and examinations at the Beijing Military Region and 
the Garrison Command district, a company of our regiment won first prize and 
some other companies of our regiment also won other prizes. 


Looking back over the past 10 years and more at our regiment's experience I 
deeply feel that one must not believe wholeheartedly in criticism. Concrete 
analysis must be done to see whether criticism is being rightly done or not! 


Marx said once that his theory according to its nature "is critical and 
revolutionary." Lenin, in the book "Why Is It a Friend of the People” 
commented on Marx's statement. He said: "Please note, Marx meant here 
materialistic criticism. He believed only this kind of criticism constituted 
scientific criticism. This kind of criticism was to contrast politics, law, 
society and customs etc. with economics, the system of rroductive relation- 
ships and the benefits of each class formed as a matter of course on the 
basis of all antagonistic social relationships." This tells us there are 
two kinds of criticism, one is materialistic criticism and the other is 
idealistic criticism. Starting from reality, using dialectic materialistic 
views to investigate the whole situation and to actually analyze social 
phenomena, expose the pattern of movement of social conflict, what we call 
getting to the truth in everything, are the only spiritual realities of 
Marxism's criticism. The criticism exercised by Lin Biao and the "geng of 
four" entirely deviated from pragmatism. A policy or proposal is not judged 
by whether it is beneficial to the development of productive forces, whether 
it is beneficial to the raising of combat strength but is judged by their 
subjective need of usurpation and the seizure of power, criticizing and 
chopping away it policies or proposals and carrying out programs without 
careful selection and scrutiny and absolutely irrationally. This kind of 
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criticism is entirely idealistic and metaphysical criticism. Doing things 
this way continuously surely reverses right and wrong and confuses black 
and white, leading our troops from largeness to the dangerous position of 
smallness and from strength to the dangerous position of weakness. This 
is a lesson stained with blood. 


Marxist criticism activities have a tremendous effect upon the revolution. 
This is what we must recognize. But we must also recognize that the thing 
that has the most authority is not criticism but pragmatism. Scientific 
criticism is nothing but the recognition of the highest authority of prag- 
matism. But even this scientific criticism is still being done within the 
realm of the subjective. Whether this kind of criticism is right or wrong, 
what effects it has must all be examined by pragmatism in the end. Thus, 
practice is the only standard by which truth is tested. One must never 
think that some things, such as massive training activities, and some policies, 
guidelines which have been criticized during the Cultural Revolution, should 
not be grasped again. One must not fear them but instead should use the 
standard of pragmatism to test those things of the past which have been 
criticized and if the criticism was right, it should be maintained; if the 
criticism was wrong, it must be corrected boldly with justice on one's side.

BASIC USES OF GUIDED MISSILES OUTLINED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 30 Oct 79 p 3

[Text] A guided missile is a modern flying weapon controlled and guided in 
flight towards a target by a control and guidance system. Its level of 
development is at present an important measure of a nation's military 
strength and an important indicator of a nation's degree of nation defense 
modernization. 


According to the basic uses of guided missiles, there are in general four 
types, land to land, land (ship) to air, air to air, air to land missiles. 
Some people categorize anti~ship, anti-submarine, and anti-tank guided 
missiles as a separate category. Some guided missiles are categorized 
according to their military targets into medium range, long range, naval 
defense and air defense missiles. 


Guided missiles emerged during the final period of World War II. In 1944, 
Germany began to use guided missiles in war and first launched flying guided 
V-1 missiles and controllable V-2 rockets against Britain. They alsc used a 
tactical guided missile--a kind of controllable bomb and controllable 
torpedo. In the Pacific war front, the Japanese and the Americans also used 
guided missiles. 


After the war, the guided missile inductry developed rapidly. Especially 
during the past 10 years or more, performance of airplanes, tanks, warships 
and such conventional weapons has been markedly improved. In comparison, 
euch conventional weapons as cannons, bombs and torpedoes cannot satisfy 

needs of combat and since guided missiles have obvious advantages of 
long range, high precision in hitting the target and are powerful, they are 
rapidly and widely being deployed by many nations. Guided missiles can be 
launched from underground silos of intercontinental ballistic missiles, 
nuclear submarines carrying guided missiles, aircraft carriers, patrol boats, 
strategic bombers, helicopters, heavy tanks and jeeps and even individual 
soldiers.

The special features of the guided missiles are determined by their 
structure. They consist of an engine, control and guidance system, combat 
section and encasement. 


The engine is the heart of the guided missile--its power and mobile equip- 
ment. All kinds of guided missiles use a jet engine. ‘here are air jet 
engines and rocket engines. The basic working principle is reacting force. 
The fuel in the engine produces huge reacting forces when it gushes out 

at high speed from the jet tubes, pushing the guided missile forward in 
flight. The oxygen needed for the combustion of the air jet engine comes 
directly from air. The rocket engine relies entirely on its own propellants 
carried along with it for combustion. 


The control and guidance system of the guided missile is its central nervous 
system. It includes the guidance system and the control system. The 

guidance system can measure the relative positions of the missile and the 
target and the actual course of flight, calculate the corrective commands 
(navigational course control signal) needed to guide the missile on the 
required navigational couse, and tra‘.smit the commands to the control system. 
The control system cam accurately and rapidly execute the signals transmitted 
by the guidance system to assure that the missile flies along the predetermined 
course. 


The part of the missile used to destroy the target is referred to in general 
as the combat section. As it approaches a target, it acts according to 
the predetermined command to perform its  wission to harm, wreck or destroy. 
Various types of combat sections can be classified according to the ways 
of destroying the target: The first is the blasting type which is used 

to destroy targets on land, on the surface of water or underwater. It 
destroys by producing high temperature and high pressure gases and causing 
shock waves after blasting. Medium range ballistic missiles generally are 
equipped with these types of combat sections. The second is the injuring 
type which is mainly used against such targets as airborne and land surface 
(water surface) combat equipment and live mobile forces. It relies on a 
large mobile capability and a definite density of distribution of broken 
pieces to strike directly at the target. The third is the anti-armor type 
(including concentrated power to penetrate armor, breaking armor) which is 
mainly used to attack various types of armored weapons 2nd equipment. Its 
destrrction is the use of concentrated power dynamite sticks which form 
conce trated power effects after blasting. It is an effective weapon to 
penetrate heavy armor and concrete defense works. The fourth is nuclear 
combat type. It is used to destroy large area strategic targets on land, 
against groups of airplanes in flight and intercepting bombers carrying 
atomic bombs. Its destructive power comes from the release of nuclear 
energy. It is massively destructive and has a comprehensive harming and 
wrecking effect. The fifth is the multiple warhead separately guided guided 
missile type. The missile is equipped with multiple warheads which can be 
released one after another and separately guided towards different targets 
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so that the anti-missile weapons system cannot defend against all the 
warheads. This greatly enhances the emergency defense capabijities and 
the destructive effects of the intercontinental ballistic sile. 


The guided missile also has an outer shell that encases all the above 
structures in one package. This is the encasement. It not y connects 
all of the structures together but it also assures performance of the 
guided missiles, protests the instruments and equipment inside the missile 
and facilitates launching.

GUANGDONG PEOPLE'S ARMED FORCES COMMITTEE DISCUSSES MILITIA BUILDING 
Guangzhou NANFANG RIBAO 16 Aug 79 p 2 


[Article: "People's Armed Forces Committee of Guangdong Provincial Party 
Committee Holds First Meeting" ] 


[Text} The People's Armed Forces Committee of the Guangdong Provincial 
Party Committee recently held its first plenary meeting. Comrade Yang 
Shangkun [2799 1424 2492], Second Secretary of the Guangdong Provincial 
Party Committee and Chairman of the People's Armed Forces Committee of 
Guangdong, chaired the meeting. The meeting seriously studied such current 
problems as building the militia and working with demobilized soldiers and 
come up with appropriate decisions. 


The establishment of a People's Armed Forces Committee is the glorious 
tradition of the party in grasping military affairs. During the Great 
Cultural Revolution, because of the disturbances and destruction caused 

by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" the People's Armed Forces Committees at 
various levels were abolished. In November 1978, Comrade Hua Guofeng, as 
Chairman of the Central Committee of the CCP, decided to restore the People's 
Armed Forces Committees of the party committees at various levels. Complying 
with this decision of the Central Committee, the Guangdong Provincial 

Party Commitcee this year formally established a People's Armed Forces 
Committee and moreover unfolded its work. Im the first plenary meeting, 

the comrades at the meeting listened to reports concerning the situation 

of building of the militia in the Guangdong military district and the Hainan 
military [sub] district, and analyzed the problems in work. They emphasized 
the study of understanding towards militia work by the party committees at 
various levels following the shifting of emphasis in party work as well as 
the specific work of outfitting and training full-time militia cadres. 

The ideological and political werk of the militia and the settlement of 

the demobilized soldiers etc. were also discussed. Ajpropriate decisions 
were made as follows: 


l. The Party Committees at various levels will further enhance their 


understanding of the strategic position of the people's militia and 
effectively strengthen the leadership of the people's militia. They 


will also unanimously promote the building of the Four Modernizations 





and the building of the militia leading cadres at various levels and 
putting militia work into the agenda and in good time resolve the impor- 
tant problems of building themilitia. The principal leading comrades 
should personally grasp and constantly inquire into militia building lead 
the “squad members," and closely center on the central theme of performing 
militia work well. 


2. Strengthen the building of full-time armed cadre forces. Besides doing 
their best to select full time armed cadres from among the existing state 
cadres and soldiers who became cadres, they will also chose full time armed 
cadres from among the demobilized soldiers who have returned to the rural 
areas and those outstanding militia cadres who are not divorced from produc- 
tion. The required labor quota is arranged according to the overall planning 
of the departments of each area and prefecture (city). At the end of the 
year, according to the new organizational system, a fixed number is allocated 
equally. For the aged and those who physically are not suitable for Armed 
Forces work as full time armed cadres, the various levels should provide 

for their readjustment. The militia commanders of the people's communes, 
State farms, forest plantations, factories and mines, and of the streets 
should be of the same rank as party committee members. Party committees 

at various levels should strengthen their training. When party schools of 
all levels and the training corps take turns training the cadres they must 
take into consideration the recruiting of the full time militia cadres to 
participate. They should do their best to reduce the work load of the full 
time militia cadres so as to guarantee that they use their vital energies 

in doing well the work of the people's militia. 


3. Strengthen the ideological and poltiical work of the people's militia. 
At present we want to stress organizing the people's militia tc study and 
carry through the spirit of the Third Plenary Session [of the lith Party 
Central Committee] and the Second Session of the Fifth National People's 
Congress so as to grasp well the education on the present situation and 
tasks and law and discipline. 


4. To satisfactorily resolve the problem of renumeration for militia 
battalion commanders. The meeting decided that the militia battalion 
commanders should become one of the principal leading cadres of production 
brigades and at the same time a member of the party branches. The 
economic remunerations will be on the basis of different situations. Two 
methods of either fixed subsidy or subsidizing for missing work should be 
adopted. 


5. To satisfactorily resolve the renumeration for the people's militia 
who participated in training. To resolutely execute the National People's 
Militia Work Conference decisions regarding the training of the people's 
militia and the recording of work points according to the attendance, the 
issuance of wages, the regular examination of the rules of evaluation and 
rationally resolve the amount of salary, we should do our best not to 
reduce the earnings cf the people's militia and bring into full play the 
initiative of the people's militia. At the same time, we also want to 
educate the people's militia in carrying out their duty. 
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6. Do good work in Building the ordnance depots and artillery depots for 
the militia. 


The meeting also analyzed the present work placement conditions of the 
demobilized soldiers. Regarding the problem of the placement and liveli- 
hood of the demobilized soldiers, before coming to any decisions an 
investigation and research project must first be carried out and then a 
solution for a specific problem must be found.

REASONS FOR PROHIBITION OF BOOKS DISCUSSED

[Text] It was many years ago when having leisure time and feeling quite 
dispirited I went in and out of the old bookstores buying several so- 
called prohibited books which at that time were a precious sight. Yet 
after careful consideration I couldn't see the deep significance of why 
these books had been prohibited. At worst, it was perhaps due to some 
individual areas where Han chauvanistic thought was being projected toward 
the national minorities who were entering the mainstream of China, or per- 
haps it was because in some isolated cases talk was slightly exaggerated. 
This cannot be considered "misunderstanding" as Lu Xun had mentione’ 
Because of this, I doubted that for these so-called prohibited books it 
was necessary to get permission by the emperor's royal signature. They 
couldn't possibly have that much spare time. It is most likely manipulated 
by a handful of officials in power. The circulation of books itself also 
has its fate of good and bad fortunes. 


Everyone knows that the large scale prohibition of books started with Qin 
Shi Huang and that a prohibition of the circulation of books is insepara- 
ble from literary persecution. The anti-Confucian burning of the books at 
that time was unprecedented in history. The reason it had elicited the 
indignation of people later, in my opinion is not because of the burning 

of a few selected books. It is because of the opposition to Confucius peo- 
ple long ago had dei aded Qin Shi Huang saying that the Confucians who 
opposed Confucivs were the impractical Confucians and it served them 

right. Actually it is not entirely sc for they actually did not make up 
the majority of the Qin Shi Huang government. From that time on, the 
golden age of the so-called contention of the hundred schools of thought 
ceme to an end. When Emperor Han Wuti banned the hundred schools of thought 
and .evered solely in Confucianism, the cultural despotism became the 
controlling menas for a long time. In every move they could falsely use 
the name of deviating from the Classics and betraying the Tao to slay 

those literary men who dared to speak straightforwardly and express their 
feelings and views. For example, Ji Kang of the Jin Dynasty because he 

was from the Cao family clique was detested by the Sima family who falsely 
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used the epithet of “not Tang, Wu, Duke Zhou or Confucius" to} i him. 
Also during the Ming Dynasty, Li Zhi because he was criticizing and 
attacking the falseness of the Taoists et that time, was trumped up by 

the criminal charge of “daring to advocate heretical principles to deceive 
people.” During the Wan-li reign (1573-1620) he was imprisoned and 
unswerving he committed suicide. During the Kangxi (1662-1723) and 
Qianlong (1736-1796) periods of the Qing Dynasty, the literary persecu- 
tion arising from the prohibition of books greatly surpassed that of Qin Shi 
Huang. Coming to the pack of wildly ambitious foxes of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four" literary persecution arose from the prohibition of books 
that surpassed those of the Kangxi and Qianlong periods of the Qing Dynasty. 
This is truly one period surpassing another period and what a sight! 


However, the fate of history is not decided by any books, but on the 
contrary, the fate of books is decided by history. From Qin Shi Huang 

to the “gang of four" literary persecution because of prohibition of books 
has not enabled one to be in control forever. This is very clear. At 

the same time, there is no way to calculate the total number of books 
published in the last few thousand years. This explains that some books 
which are missing were not prohibited but perhaps were destroyed by natural 
disasters or man-made disasters or naturally selected out after examination 
by the masses. Truly useful books cannot be prohibited. The world does 
not lack people of purpose and virtue who are willing to risk their lives 
to preserve and pass the books on to later generations. The many precious 
poems and photographs again displayed at Tian An Men Square during the "May 
4" movement, it witness to this. 


In case there are still some people with the intention of prohibiting books. 
I think that the best thing for them to do before opening their mouth, is 
to try their utmost to wipe out any wall of “misunderstandings" between 
top and bottom. Unnecessary quarrels, as a result, can be reduced greatly. 
I firmly believe that our generation especially the generation of youth 
who have gone through the monumental experiences of buildings China in 

the last 30 years jave the capability to differentiate the approved and 
disapprovec writings. If there are still people who have doubts about 
this by putting on the air of lamenting against heaven and sympathizing 
with mankind obviously they are rather weak. Weakness and suspicion often 
go hand in hand which is not at all surprising.

NANJING UNIVERSITY INSTITUTES CREDIT SY"! 2M

[Text] Nanjing, 14 Dec (XINHUA)--Nanjing University has been successful 
operating a credit system rather than an inflexible curriculum since Septen- 
ber 1978, giving students more freedom to select courses, according to 
Deputy Superi: «dent of Academic Affairs of the University Cheng Jiayou. 


Nanjing has declared 20 to 25 percent of the curriculum optional. A student 
can now graduate when he has accumulated 140 credits rather than at the end 
of a compulsory four year period of study. 


Nanjing University, founded at the beginning of this century, enrolled 1,100 
students and 100 postgraduates this year in mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
Chinese language, economics and nine other disciplines. 


The university which has a student body of 5,000 is taking measures to raise 
academic qualit*. To meet national needs, it added this year courses in 
economic management, automatic information sorting and computer software 
disciplines and restored mathematical logic studies. The number of exper- 
ienced university teachers assigned to teach first and second year under- 
graduates has been increased. 


The students are encouraged to hold forums on literature, history, archae- 
ology, philosophy, economics and mathematics. Those of economics and liter- 
ature run theic own magazines, which have quite a large readership inside 
and outside the university.

FIGURES ON DEVELOPMENT OF EDUCATION IN LAST THREE YEARS GIVEN

[Text] A XINHUA journalist reported: “Within the 3 years after the smash- 
ing of the "gang of four," education in the PRC has developed quickly. The 
Ministry of Education has supplied the following statistics comparing educa- 
tion in the PRC in 1976 and at the end of 1978. 


There are 598 institutions of higher learning in the PRC, an increase of 
206. There are over 850,000 students in these schools making an increase 
of over 51 percent. 


There are 2,760 secondary vocational schools, an increase of 317. The 
student population of these schools is 889,000 which is an increase of 
over 28 percent. 


Students in middle schools now number over 65.4 million, an increase of 
over 12 percent. The student enrollment in primary schools has reached to 
over 146 million. 


The Ministry of Education has also indicated that sparetime education for 
workers and peasants has also developed within the past 3 years. The qua- 
lity of the various types of schools has been gradually raised higher. 


Before liberation, the education level in the PRC had been underdeveloped. 
In the over 20 years in the old China, there were only over 180,000 
graduates from institutions of higher learning. After liberation, the 

PRC carried out a basic reform of the old education system and ed cation 
developed quickly. The student enroliment in institutions of hig: «r 
learning and secondary vocational schools have broadly increased, a. in 
genera! middle and primary schools, preschools, the various types of spare- 
time education for peasants as well as education for the national minori- 
ties there has been speedy development in all of them. However, during 

the tyrannical period of Lin Biaoc and the “gang of four," education in the 
PRC was severely harmed. One hundred six iistitutions of higher learning 
and a large number of secondary vocational schools were shut down. Many 
school dormitories were occupied and a lot of instruments, equipment and 
library materials were lost. The part-work and part-scudy education, agri- 
cultural middle schools and other occupational middle schools were also 
eliminated. The quality of teaching in the various types of schools severely 
diminished. Order has been restored after 3 years and now education in the 
PRC is again evidently advancing.

CUANGMING RIBAO’ REPORTS ON ‘VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS IN FUXIN CITY 
OW100810 Beijing XINHUA in English 0758 GMT 10 Dec 79 OW 


[Text] Beijing, 10 Dec (XINHUA)--"wenth-three vocational schools have been 
opened since September in Fuxin, “oal~mining city in Liaoning Province, to 
train skilled workers for the ci . 3 industrial and agricultural establish- 
ments, according to a report in the GUANGMING DAILY. 


Most of these vocational schools were set up in what were senior middle 
schools. The change was made because only two to three percent of the regu- 
lar middle-school graduates have a chance of getting into university or col- 
lege while the overwhelming majority take jobs in factories, mines or frrms 
which t*vy are not technically prepared for. The mines and factories have a 
great need for technicians and skilled workers. 


The opening of more vocational schools in Fuxin provides an answer to the 
problem. The city is a forerunner in reform of the structure of secondary 
school education in this country. 


These schools run classes in coal mining, metal processing, civil engineer- 
ing, brewing, agro-techniques, farm machinery, animal husbandry, horticulture, 
and other dictated by the needs of the city. 


The city's mines and factories took a keen interest in setting up the voca- 
tional schools since technical training courses were decided according to 
the requirements of their production. The Wulong coal mine, which will be 
using imported coal combines, introduced a course in its coal-mining school 
to train workers on these new machines. The Psozi people's commune in 
Fuxin's suburbs, which will need 1,100 agro-technicians in the next three 
years, set up an agricultural school. 


Another reason the factories, mines and people's communes took an interest 
in running the vocational schools is that these schools will minly enrol 
the children of their staff and workers, who graduate from junior middle 
schools and who decide not to go on to senior middle schools. 














The mines and factories are allowed to recruit new workers from among the 
graduates of these schools. The graduates may also apply for jobs in other 
units. Graduates from the agricultural schools gay work on the farms, in 
afforestation centres, food processing factories, farm machinery repair work- 
shops or go back to work in their former production brigades or teams. 


A part of the teaching staff of these vocational schools comes from the for=- 
er senior general middle schools, others are engineers and technicians from 
the factories and mines. 


The mines and factories raise funds from their own resources to run their 


schools while the government subsidizes the agricultural schools. A part- 
work, part-study programme is usually followed in these schools.

TIANJIN FACTORY RESTORES SPARETIME EDUCATION 
Tianjin TIANJIN RIBAO in Chinese 15 Oct 79 p 3 


[Article by the Tianjin Textile Machinery Plant: “How Our Plant Launched 
Sparetime tducation for Staff and Workers” |] 


[Text] Our plant has 4,100 staff and workers. In March of this year, 
sparetime education was revived. We conducted five classes at senior 

middle school level, six classes at junior middle school level, 31 technical 
class, six enterp*‘ise management classes and two English-language classes, 
with a totai enrollment of over 1,900. Through several months of experience, 
we begin to appreciate the benefits of sparetime educat on conducted by 
industrial plants. In the entire plant there was an upsurge of learning 
culture, science, technology, and management for carrying out the Four 
Modernizations and for increasing production and practicing economy. 


I. Upgrade Knowledge and Strengthen Leadership . 


At the beginning, some cadres had a vague idea that education was like 
“distrat water not quenching a neacby thirst,” and regarded stcretime educa- 
tion as an “extra burden.” Through meetings of workers’ delegates, neetings 
of cadres at the three levels, training classes for party members and other 
channels, the plant leadership asked everybody to master three relation- 
ships--the relationship between the short term and the long term, the re- 
lationship between production and education, and the relationship between 
popularization and upgrading. A deputy secretary of the party committee 
was appointed to take charge of this work. An education section was set 

up in the paant, and the plant's trade union established an education com 
mittee headed by a deputy chief engineer. The wor*shops and offices also 
established staff and workers’ sparetime education ieadership teams. 

From top to bottom an educational network war formed throughout the plant. 


Ii. Unified Plant and Overall Arrangement 


In reviving education for the staff and workers, we earnestly follow the 
principle of “integrating with production, making overall arrangenents, 
teaching students according to their aptitude, and using flexible and 
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different methods." In face of the fact that the culturg and technical 


standards of the 4,700 scaff workers, who are engaged i Minds of work, 
are different and that their demands for learning are al§O»different, we 


divided the educational work into two levels--the plant level and the 
workshop level. The purpose, content and students are Uifferent in these 
two levels of classes. The emphasis in the plant-leyel €1 
cultural education. Their purpose is to improve the stt mnts' cultural 
standard in a systematic way. The total enrollmeny d classes is 
500. The -mphasis in workshop (or office) classes is on*integrating pro- 
duction with technical education. Their purpose is to popylarize technical 
knowledge. The total enrollment in these classes is 1,264, In this way, 
the urgent need of you:.g workers for improving their cultural standard, 

the urgent need of older workers for theoretical background in their 
specialized fields, the need of engineering personnel for strengthening 
their knowledge about foreign languages, and the need of cadres for further 
mastering production knowledge and improving their mana t ability are 
satisfied. The plant has 76 part-time teachers. They wortk actively, 

going to any place where they are needed. Leadership at all l.vels gives 
them all necessary facilities and enthusiastic support so as to improve 

the quality of teaching. | 






We make do with whatever is available, make unified plans and arrangements, 
tap potentials, and make five classrooms available for md@rning and after- 
noon classes. The rooms are occupied by the party branch. The offices, 
lounges, locker rooms and storezrooms of all workshops are fully utilized 

as classrooms. , 


Because of these practical measures for sparetime education, the staff 

and workers’ enthusiasim for learning is very high. Friday is the day 

off at our plant, but the stucients attend classes that 8 as usual regard- 
less of rain or storm. Some women comrades ar~ cspecially enthusiastic 
about attending class, leaving their children .n the care of relatives 

or neighbors. 


III. Measures for Consolidation and Improvement 


To get the education program started is not easy; to consolidate it is more 
difficult. In order to prevent the program from collapsing, we adopted the 
following measures: i Re 


l. Leaders t2*i.° the initiative in learning. R NB, etime education 
is like runniug production. "To shout 100 <cimes curse fe meeting is not 
as good as the leaders taking the initistive." Leading cadres at all 
levels set themselves up as examples. They are the organizers of spare- 
time schools, and they are also students in these schools. Party secre- 
taries, the head of the plant, workshop directors, section heads and 


engineers take the lead in learning, thus motivating the st ff and workers. 





2. Discovering problems and rectifying them in time... Not long after the 
resumption of sparetime education, it was found that the class attendence 
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rate of some students from workshops had declined. We immediately helped 
these workshops (or offices) to rectify this situation. We made all 
organizaticns workable, established systems for all activities, and adopted 
measures for solving problems. As a result, the attendence rate for the 
entire plant increased from 63 to #0 percent. 


3. ‘xk ag an effort to improve teaching quality. We pay special attention 
to lectures related to production realities. Such lectures are welcomed 

by the students. For example, Yao Shoufang [1202 1343 5364] teaches heat 
treatment. She takes the initiative to have heart-to-heart talks with her 
students in order to understand their needs. She has prepared a teaching 
program for heat treatment from the third to the fifth level and has com- 
bined theoretical teching with practice in production. The students said 
they understand her lectures and can apply what they learn. 


4. Sparetime education listed as one of the items for labor emulation. 
Evaluation of sparetime education operated by workshops (or offices) is 
based on the unit's attitude toward this education, measures, progress, 
attendence of students, and examination results. The winners are awaried 
the “mobile red banner in cultural and technological education." The 
emulation appraisal through comparison has promoted sparetime education. 
Those units which have not conducted sparetime education are now enthusias- 
tically preparing to do so; those units whose sparetime education was only 
a vague generality are paying attention to strengthening leadership and 
taking new neesures.

NANKAI UNIVERSITY FULLY DEVELOPS ROLE OF SPECIALISTS

[Text] Under the leadership of its party committee, Tianjin's Nankai Uni- 
versity is resolutely carrying out a system of division of responsibilities 
for school heads in which specialists have duties and responsibilities. 
This has promoted new developments in education and scientific research. 


Beginning this year, famous mathematician and educator Wu Daren [0702 1129 
0117] and economist Teng Weizao [3326 4850 5679] and middle-aged mathemati- 
cian Hu Guoding [5170 0948 1353] were named vice presidents of Tianjin's 
Nankai University, and Hu Guoding was also named deputy secretary of the 
party committee. Famous chemist and University president Yang Shixian 
[2799 4258 0341], Wu Daven and Teng Weizao were also named to the standing 
party committee to be in charge of teaching and scientific research work. 


To bring the role of these comrades into {vill play in teaching and in sci- 
entific research work, the major responsible comrade of the university party 
committee set a good example by freeing the specialists for work. When the 
party committee was discussing teaching and scientific research work, he 
first asked these four specialists for their opinions. After discussions 
and approval by the committee, they made up their own work plans and thor- 
oughly implemented them. The major responsible comrade of the party com- 
mittee has the highest respect for the opinions of specialists and listened 
carefully to their ideas on how the school should be run, He supported 
those measures suggested by the specialists which were feasible. Whenever 
some middle-level cadre asked questions concerning teaching or scientific 
research work, he always referred them to the proper specialist. He also, 
together with the other comrades of the party committee, studied how to 
bring the role of the specialists into full plav to avoid having the party 
committee be responsible for everythin. Then the upper- and lower-level 
cadres at the school gradually started thinking the same way, and everyone 
had high regard for the opinions of these specialists and followed their 
lead. The school party committee also gave Yang Shixian and the three 
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specialists authority to make certain personnel assignments, In the selec- 
tion of persons for the leading groups of the nine departments, these four 
specialists submitted nominations which were then studied by the organiza- 
tion department and approved by the party committee, allowing those who 
were competent, deserving and learned to be chairmen of the varicus depart- 
ments, which improved teaching and scientific research work. 


Eighty-four-year old president of the school Yang Shixian, and 71-year-old 
vice-president Wu Daren are determiied to return Nankai University to its 
excellent tradition, a determination that has become a characteristic and 
style of the way their classes are held. Under the leadership of the party 
committee, the work of restoring and improving the teaching of basic theory 
is rapidly spreading throughout the university. Vice president Teng Weizao 
who has much experience i:. education leadership work visits classes in all 
liberal arts departments and talks with the teachers and students. He 

leads each department to check on the quality of teaching, formulate teaching 
plans, select capable instructors to teach basic courses, expand laboratories 
for basic courses, prepare skilled assistants for basic courses and have 
better review and laboratory courses. Vice-president Hu Guoding, supported 
and helped by the masses in his work of leading the school in theoretical 
sciences, has very quickly set in order those scientific experiments which 
had previously been done here. He made sure that the necessary personnel 
and materials were available to guarantee progress in several key experi- 
ments. The school has established a course in biophysics research and built 
a new mathematics institute and a molecular biology institute and eight 
laboratories for theoretical physics, solid energy spectrums, modern optics, 
theory of organic structures, ion exchange resin, catalytic mechanics, 
entomology and plant genetics. Nankai University is gradually becoming 
known for its scientific research. Under the specific management of Yang 
Shixian and Wu Daren the university also established a scientific exchange 
committee to actively promote activities for the discussion of scientific 
affairs and scientific exchange. This year the university engaged 12 foreign 
experts and scholars to come to lecture and to work together in scientific 
experiments. Nankai Univers ty has also become a sister school with the 
University of Minnesota and various departments have sent 26 instructors, 
graduate students and undergraduate students to the U.S., Japan, France and 
West Germany for advanced studies. Yang Shixian and the other experts have 
been capable in their leadership of teaching and scientific research work, 
which has aroused activism among the broad masses of instructors. In the 
past, many instructors were not willing to teach basic courses. Now the 
deputy head of the chemistry department, He Binglin [0149 3521 2651], speci- 
alist in high molecular chemistry, and 16 other specialists, professors and 
associate professors have taken the lead in teaching basic courses. Under 
the guidance of the chairman of the physics department, nuclear physicist 
He Guozhu [0149 0948 2691], a basic teaching practice laboratory for physics 
experiments was set up. Many other departments have also undertaken such 
activities as research tnto basic course teaching methods and experience 
exchanges. Specialist in Ming and Ching dynasty history and school vice 
president Deng Tianting [6772 1131 2185], and head of the Chinese Depart- 
ment, Zhu Weizhi [2612 4850 0037], are both busy writing books on their own

theories. Students from the various liberal arts departments have formed 
teams for each of the disciplines to combine course curriculum with present 
activities in their fields. They have undertaken discusstons and published 
papers. In 10 short months thy restored order to teaching and scientific 
research which had undergone 19 years of sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four." The quality of education has been stabilized and improved. 
Scientific research is continually winning successes. 


The party committee of Nankai University also takes care to guarantee that 
specialists have time for scientific research. The school assigned capable 
cadres to leadership work in such places as the educational affairs office 
and scientific research office so the specialists would not become lost in 

a mass of paperwork. At the same time and in accordance with their own 
wishes, they have been assigned research assistants. Every week Yang Shixian 
spends 3 days at theorganic chemistry laboratory directing work. He has 
also done successful research on MR 9057 [7806 5430 7227] and two other 
agricultural chemicals. With the helo of his assistant Shen Shiyi [3088 
0013 6965] he has had some success with research in mathematical information 
theory. Wu Daren and Teng Weizao have made new progress in their research 
into the "principle of gear meshing" and “multinational corporations," 
respectively. 


In order to throughly implement the system of division of responsibilities 
nf schools heads under the leadership of the party committee, the major 
responsible person of Nankai University also took the lead in learning from 
the experience of the specialists in teaching and leadership by going into 
departments and classrooms, listening to lectures, asking questions of the 
teachers and studying well the rules of teaching. He believes that the 
school party committee has to pay attention to bringing the roles of the 
specialists into full play. At the same time, the members of the party 
committee should quickly become familiar with their tasks to even more 
quickly become insiders rather than strangers in their own fields. In 
this way, the party committee can continually strengthen its leadership of 
school operations.
